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ADVERTISEMENT. 


The  want  of  .some  improvement  in  the  exist- 
ing Psalmody,  and  particularly  of  an  enlarged 
and  arranged  collection  of  Hymns,  suitable  for 
public  and  private  worship  in  the  Presbyterian 
Church,  has  for  a  considerable  time  been  felt 
and  acknowledged.  In  the  year  1838,  a  Com- 
mittee was  appointed  by  the  General  Assembly, 
to  which  was  entrusted  the  preparation  of  such 
a  collection  as  would  supply  the  exigency,  and, 
at  the  same  time,  such  a  modification  or  im- 
provement in  the  present  version  of  the  Psalms, 
as  might  be  found  to  be  practicable.  After  re- 
porting, from  time  to  time,  the  progress  they 
had  made,  the  result  of  their  labours  is  sub- 
mitted in  the  present  volume.  The  Psalms 
have  been  left  without  alteration,  the  Committee 
believing  that  it  would  be  extremely  difficult  to 
furnish  a  more  acceptable  version  than  that  of 
Watts.  The  Hymns,  as  may  be  seen,  have  un- 
d^ri^one  great  and  essential  modifications. 

Agreeably  to  an  act  of  the  General  Assembly 
in  1842,  the  Committee  was  directed,  after 
having  respectfully  considered  any  emendations 
which  might  in  a  limited  time  be  suir^t'Hl  to 
it  by  individuals  or  Presbyteries,  to  publish  the 
book,  and  submit  it  to  the  churches;  and  at  the 
same  time  authoritv  was  given  to  use  it  in  the 
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worship  of  God.  The  Hymns  are  arranged  un- 
der a  simple  and  obvious  classification,  a  little 
acquaintance  with  which  will  enable  any  per- 
son to  find,  with  facility,  hymns  suited  to  par- 
ticular occasions,  or  adapted  to  particular  sub- 
jects. The  collection  comprehends  a  sufficient 
variety,  it  is  presumed,  to  meet  all  the  wants  of 
worshippers. 

In  answer  to  very  urgent  requests,  from  va- 
rious quarters,  the  names  of  the  authors  of  the 
Hymns,  as  far  as  they  could  be  ascertained,  have 
been  introduced  into  this  edition;  also  a  new 
and  copious  index  of  subjects  of  the  Psalms  and 
Hymns  is  appended,  the  want  of  which,  hither- 
to, has  been  felt  by  many  persons,  and  particu- 
larly by  pastors.

The  Form  of  Government  and  Forms  of  Process  of  the  Pres- 
byterian Church  in  the   United  States  of  Amen 
amended  and  ratified  by  the  General  Assembly,  in  Ma  v. 
1821. 

CHAPTER    I. — PRELIMINARY    PRINCIPLES.^ 

The  Presbyterian  Church  in  the  United  States 
of  America,  in  presenting  to  the  Christian  pub- 
lic the  system  of  union,  and  the  form  of  go- 
vernment and  discipline  which  they  have 
adopted,  have  thought  proper  to  state,  by  way 
of  introduction,  a  few  of  the  general  principles 
by  which  they  have  been  governed  in  the  for- 
mation of  the  plan.  This,  it  is  hoped,  will,  in 
some  measure,  prevent  those  rash  misconstruc- 
tions, and  uncandid  reflections,  which  usually 
proceed  from  an  imperfect  view  of  any  subject; 
as  well  as  make  the  several  parts  of  the  system 
plain,  and  the  whole  perspicuous  and  fully  un- 
derstood. 

They  are  unanimously  of  opinion : 

I.  That  "  God  alone  is  Lord  of  the  conscience, 
and  hath  left  it  free  from  the  doctrine  and  com- 
mandments of  men,  which  are  in  anything  con- 
trary to  his  word,  or  beside  it  in  matters  of  faith 

*  This  introductory  chapter,  with  the  exception  of  the 
first  sentence,  was  first  drawn  up  by  the  Synod  of  New  York 
and  Philadelphia,  and  prefixed  to  the  Form  of  Government, 
Ac.,  as  published  by  that  body  in  1788.

religion,  as  universal  and  unalienable:  thi 

,en  wish  to  see  any  religious  constitution 
aided  by  the  civil  power,  further  than  may  be 
necessary  for  protection  and  security,  and  at  the 
same  time,  be  equal  and  common  to  all  others. 

I I .  That,  in  perfect  consistency  with  the  above 
principle  of  common  right,  every  Christian 
church,  or  union  or  association  of  particular 
churches,  is  entitled  to  declare  the  terms  of  ad- 
mission into  its  communion,  and  the  qualifica- 
tions of  its  ministers  and  members,  as  well  as 
the  whole  system  of  its  internal  government 
which  Christ  hath  appointed :  that,  in  the  ex- 
ercise of  this  right,  they  may,  notwithstanding, 
err,  in  making  the  terms  of  communion  either 
too  lax  or  too  narrow:  yet.  even  in  this  case, 
they  do  not  infringe  upon  the  liberty,  or  the 
rights  of  others,  but  only  make  an  improper  use 
of  their  own. 

III.  That  our  blessed  Saviour,  for  the  edifica- 
tion of  the  visible  Church,  which  is  his  body, 
hath  appointed  officers,  not  only  to  preach  the 

I  and  administer  the  sacraments;  but  also  to 
exercise  discipline,  for  the  preservation  both  of 
truth  and  duty:  and,  that  it  is  incumbent  upon 
these  officers,  and  upon  the  whole  church,  in 
whose  name  they  act.  to  censure  or  cast  out  the 
erroneous  and  scandalous:  observing,  in  all 
-.  the  rules  contained  in  the  word  of  God. 

IV.  That  truth  is  in  order  to  goodness :  and 
the  great  touchstone  of  truth,  its  tendency  to 
promote  holiness:  according  to  our  Saviour's 
rule,  "by  their  fruits  ye  shall  know  them." 
And  that  no  opinion  can  be  either  more  per- 
nicious or  more  absurd,  than  that  which  brings 
truth  and  falsehood  upon  a  level,  and  repres 
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it  as  of  no  consequence  what  a  man's  opinions 
are.  On  the  contrary,  they  are  persuaded  that 
there  is  an  inseparable  connection  between  faith 
and  practice,  truth  and  duty.  Otherwise  it  would 
be  of  no  consequence  either  to  discover  truth, 
or  to  embrace  it. 

V.  That  while  under  the  conviction  of  the 
above  principle,  they  think  it  necessary  to  make 
effectual  provision,  that  all  who  are  admitted 
as  teachers,  be  sound  in  the  faith ;  they  also  be- 
lieve that  there  are  truths  and  forms,  with  re- 
spect to  which  men  of  good  characters  and 
principles  may  differ.  And  in  all  these  they 
think  it  the  duty,  both  of  private  Christians 
and  societies,  to  exercise  mutual  forbearance 
towards  each  other. 

VI.  That  though  the  character,  qualifica- 
tions, and  authority  of  church  officers,  are  laid 
down  in  the  Holy  Scriptures,  as  well  as  the 
proper  method  of  their  investiture  and  institu- 
tion ;  yet  the  election  of  the  persons  to  the  ex- 
ercise of  this  authority,  in  any  particular  so- 
ciety, is  in  that  society. 

VII.  That  all  church  power,  whether  exer- 
cised by  the  body  in  general,  or  in  the  way  of 
representation  by  delegated  authority,  is  only 
ministerial  and  declarative;  That  is  to  say,  that 
the  Holy  Scriptures  are  the  only  rule  of  faith 
and  manners;  that  no  church  judicatory  ought 
to  pretend  to  make  laws,  to  bind  the  conscience 
in  virtue  of  their  own  authority ;  and  that  all 
their  decisions  should  be  founded  upon  the  re- 
vealed will  of  God.  Xow  though  it  will  easily 
be  admitted,  that  all  synods  and  councils  may 
err,  through  the  frailty  inseparable  from  hu- 
manity ;  yet  there  is  much  greater  danger  from 
the  usurped  claim  of  making  laws,  than  from 
the  right  of  judging  upon  laws  already  made. 
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and  common  to   all   who   profess    the    g 
although  this  right,  i  requires  in  the 

presmt  state,  b»  ith  fallible  men. 

A"  II  I.  Lastb/.  Thai,  if  the  preceding  scrip- 
tural  and  rational  principles  be  steadfastly  ad- 
hered to,  the  vigour  and  strictness  of  its  discip- 
line will  contribute  to  the  glory  and  hap: 
of  any  church.  Since  ecclesiastial  discipline 
must  be  purely  moral  or  spiritual  in  its  object, 
and  not  attended  with  any  civil  effects,  it  can 
derive  no  force  whatever,  but  from  its  own 
justice,  the  approbation  of  an  impartial  public, 
and  the  countenance  and  blessing  of  the  great 
Head  of  the  church  universal. 

CHAPTEK    II.— OF    THE    CHURCH. 

I.  Jesus  Christ,  who  is  now  exalted  far 
above  all  principality  and  power,  hath  erected, 
in  this  world,  a  kingdom,  which  is  his  church. 

II.  The  universal  church  consists  of  all  those 
persons  in  every  nation,  together  with  their  chil- 
dren, who  make  profession  of  the  holy  religion 
of  Christ,  and  of  submission  to  his  laws. 

III.  As  this  immense  multitude  cannot  meet 
together  in  one  place,  to  hold  communion,  or  to 
worship  God,  it  is  reasonable,  and  warranted  by 
Scripture  example,  that  they  should  be  divided 
into  many  particular  churches. 

IV.  A  particular  church  consists  of  a  number 
of  professing  Christians,  with  their  offspring, 
voluntarily  associated  together,  for  divine  wor- 
ship and  godly  living,  agreeably  to  the  Holy 
Scriptures:  and  submitting  to  a  certain  form  oi 
government.

CHAPTER  V. — of  rtllxg  eld:-: 
Ruling  elders  are  properly  the  representa- 
tives of  the  people,  chosen  by  them  for  the  pur- 
t  exercising  government  and  discipline, 
in  conjunction  with  pastors  or  ministers.

CHAPTER  VI.—  OF  DEACONS. 
The  Scriptures  clearly  point  out  deacons  as 
distinct  officers  in  the  church,  whose  basin 
is  to  take  care  of   the  poor,  and  to  distribute 
among  them  the  collections  which  may  be  raised 
fur  their  use.     To  them  also  may  be  properly 
committed   the  management   of    the   temporal 
affairs  of  the  church. 

CHAPTER  VII. — of  ordinances  or  a  par- 
ticular CHURCH. 

The  ordinances  established  by  Christ,  the 
head,  in  a  particular  church,  which  is  regularly 
constituted  with  its  proper  officers,  are  prayer, 
singing  praises,  reading,  expounding  and  preach- 
ing the  word  of  God:  administering  baptism 
and  the  Lord's  supper:  public  solemn  fasting 
and  thanksgiving,  catechizing,  making  collec- 
tions for  the  poor,  and  other  pious  purr 
exercising  discipline;   and  blessing  the  people. 

CHAPTER  VIII.  —  OF  church  govern- 
ment, AND  THE  SEVERAL  KINDS  OF  JUDI- 
CATORIES. 

I.  It  is  absolutely  necessary  that  the  govern- 
ment of  the  church  be  exercised  under  some 
certain  and  definite  form.  And  we  hold  it  to 
be  expedient,  and  agreeable  to  Scripture  and 
the  practice  of  the  primitive  Christians,  that 
the  church  be  governed  by  congregational,  pres- 
nodical  assemblies.  In  full  con- 
sistency with  this  belief,  we  embrace,  in  the 
spirit  of  charity,  those  Christians  who  differ 
from  us  in  opinion  or  in  practice  on  these  sub- 
jects. 
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II.  These  assemblies  ought  not  to  possess  any 
civil  jurisdiction,  nor  to  inflict  any  civil  penal- 
ties. Their  power  is  wholly  moral  or  spiritual, 
and  that  only  ministerial  and  declarative.  They 
possess  the  right  of  requiring  obedience  to  the 
laws  of  Christ;  and  of  excluding  the  disobe- 
dient and  disorderly  from  the  privileges  of  the 
church.  To  give  efficiency,  however,  to  this 
necessary  and  scriptural  authority,  they  possess 
the  powers  requisite  for  obtaining  evidence  and 
inflicting  censure.  They  can  call  before  them 
any  offender  against  the  order  and  government 
of  the  church;  they  can  require  members  of 
their  own  society  to  appear  and  give  testimony 
in  the  cause;  but  the  highest  punishment  to 
which  their  authority  extends,  is  to  exclude  the 
contumacious  and  impenitent  from  the  congre- 
gation of  believers. 

CHAPTER   IX. — OF    THE  CHURCH  SESSION. 

I.  The  Church,  session  consists  of  the  pastor 
or  pastors,  and  ruling  elders,  of  a  particular 
congregation. 

II.  Of  this  judicatory,  two  elders,  if  there  be 
as  many  in  the  congregation,  with  the  pastor, 
shall  be  necessary  to  constitute  a  quorum. 

III.  The  pastor  of  the  congregation  shall  al- 
ways be  the  moderator  of  the  session;  except 
when,  fur  prudential  reasons,  it  may  appear  ad- 
visable that  some  other  minister  should  be  in- 
vited to  preside;  in  which  case  the  pastor  may, 
with  the  concurrence  of  the  session,  invite  such 
other  minister  as  they  may  see  meet,  belonging 
to  the  same  Presbytery,  to  preside  in  that  case. 
The  same  expedient  may  be  adopted  in  case  of 
the  sickness  or  absence  of  the  pastor. 

IV.  It  is  expedient,  at  every  meeting  of  the 
session,  more  especially   when  constituted  for 
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judicial  business,  that  there  be  a  presiding  min- 
ister.  When,  therefore,  a  church  is  without  a 
r,  the  moderator  of  the  session  shall  be, 
r  the  minister  appointed  for  that  purpose 
by  the  Presbytery,  or  one  invited  by  the  session 
to  preside  on  a  particular  occasion.  Bat  where 
it  is  impracticable,  without  great  inco:. 
ence,  to  procure  the  attendance  of  such  a  mode- 
rator, the  session  may  proceed  without  it. 

V.  In  congregations  where  there  are  two  or 
more  pastors,  they  shall,  when  present,  alter- 
nately preside  in  the  session. 

VI.  The  church  session  is  charged  with  main- 
taining the  spiritual  government  of  the  congre- 
gation; for  which  purpose,  they  have  power  to 
inquire  into  the  knowledge  and  Christian  con- 
duct of  the  members  of  the  church :  to  call  be- 
fore them  offenders  and  witnesses,  being  mem- 
bers of  their  own  congregation,  and  to  intro- 
duce other  witnesses,  where  it  may  be  necessary 
to  bring  the  process  to  issue,  and  when  they  can 
be  procured  to  attend :  to  receive  members  into 
the  church,  to  admonish,  to  rebuke,  to  suspend, 
or  exclude  from  the  sacraments,  those  who  are 
found  to  deserve  censure:  to  concert  the  best 
measures  for  promoting  the  spiritual  interests  of 
the  congregation:  and  to  appoint  delegates  to 
the  higher  judicatories  of  the  church. 

VII.  The  pastor  has  power  to  convene  the 
session  when  he  may  judge  it  requisite:  and  he 
shall  always  convene  them  when  requested  to 
do  so  by  any  two  of  the  elders.  The  session 
shall  also  convene  when  directed  so  to  do  by 
the  Presbytery. 

VIII.  Every  session  shall  keep  a  fair  record 
of  its  proceedings;    which  record   shall   1 
least  once  in  every  year,  submitted  to  the  in- 

ion  of  the  Presbytery. 
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IX.  It  is  important  that  every  church  session 
keep  a  fair  register  of  marriages;  of  baptisms, 
with  the  times  of  the  birth  of  the  individuals 
baptized;  of  persons  admitted  to  the  Lord's 
table,  and  of  the  deaths,  and  other  removals  of 
church  members. 

CHAPTER    X. — OF  THE  PRESBYTERY. 

I.  The  Church  being  divided  into  many 
separate  congregations,  these  need  mutual  coun- 
sel and  assistance,  in  order  to  preserve  sound- 
ness of  doctrine,  and  regularity  of  discipline, 
and  to  enter  into  common  measures  for  promot- 
ing knowledge  and  religion,  and  for  preventing 
infidelity,  error,  and  immorality.  Hence  arise 
the  importance  and  usefulness  of  Presbyterial 
and  Synodical  assemblies. 

II.  A  Presbytery  consists  of  all  the  minis- 
ters, and  one  ruling  elder  from  each  congrega- 
tion, within  a  certain  district. 

III.  Every  congregation,  which  has  a  stated 
pastor,  has  a  right  to  be  represented  by  one 
elder;  and  every  collegiate  church  by  two  or 
more  elders,  in  proportion  to  the  number  of  its 
pastors. 

IY.  Where  two  or  more  congregations  are 
united  under  one  pastor,  all  such  congregations 
shall  have  but  one  elder  to  represent  them. 

V.  Every  vacant  congregation,  which  is  regu- 
larly organized,  shall  be  entitled  to  be  repre- 
sented by  a  ruling  elder  in  Presbytery. 

YI.  Every  elder  not  known  to  the  Presby- 
tery shall  produce  a  certificate  of  his  regular 
appointment  from  the  church  which  he  repre- 
sents. 

VII.  Any  three  ministers,  and  as  many 
elders  as  may  be  present,  belonging  to  the  Pres- 
bytery,  being  met  at  the  time  and  place  ap- 
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pointed,  shall  be  a  quorum  competent  to  pro- 

VIII.  The  Presbytery  has  power  to  receive 
and  issue  appeals  from  church  sessions,  and  re- 
ferences brought  before  them  in  an  orderly 
manner;  to  examine  and  license  candidates  for 
the  holy  ministry;  to  ordain,  install,  remove, 
and  judge  ministers;  to  examine  and  approve 
or  censure  the  records  of  church  sessions;  to  re- 
solve questions  of  doctrine  or  discipline  seriously 
and  reasonably  proposed:  to  condemn  erroneous 
opinions  which  injure  the  purity  or  peace  of  the 
church;  to  visit  particular  churches,  for  the 
purpose  of  inquiring  into  their  state,  and  re- 
dressing the  evils  that  may  have  arisen  in  them; 
to  unite  or  divide  congregations,  at  the  request 
of  the  people,  or  to  form  or  receive  new  congre- 
gations; and  in  general,  to  order  whatever  per- 
tains to  the  spiritual  welfare  of  the  churches 
under  their  cara 

IX.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Presbytery  to 
keep  a  full  and  fair  record  of  their  proceedings, 
and  to  report  to  the  Synod,  every  year,  licen- 
sures, ordinations,  the  receiving  or  dismissing 
of  members,  the  removal  of  members  by  death, 
the  union  or  division  of  congregations,  or  the 
formation  of  new  ones ;  and  in  general,  all  the 
important  changes  which  may  have  taken  place 
within  their  bounds  in  the  course  of  the  year. 

X.  The  Presbytery  shall  meet  on  its  own  ad- 
journment: and  when  any  emergency  shall  re- 
quire a  meeting  sooner  than  the  time  to  which 
it  stands  adjourned,  the  moderator,  or,  in  case 
of  his  absence,  death,  or  inability  to  act,  the 
stated  clerk,  shall,  with  the  concurrence,  or  at 
the  request  of  two  ministers  and  two  elders,  the 
elders  being  of  different  congregations,  call  a 
special   meeting.      For   this   purpose   he   shall 

50 
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send  a  circular  letter,  specifying  the  particular 
business  of  the  intended  meeting,  to  every  min- 
ister belonging  to  the  Presbytery,  and  to  the 
session  of  every  vacant  congregation,  in  due 
time  previous  to  the  meeting:  which  shall  not 
be  less  than  ten  days.  And  nothing  shall  be 
transacted  at  such  special  meeting  besides  the 
particular  business  for  which  the  judicatory  has 
been  thus  convened. 

XI.  At  every  meeting  of  Presbytery,  a  ser- 
mon shall  be  delivered,  if  convenient;  and  every 
particular  session  shall  be  opened  and  closed 
with  prayer. 

XII.  Ministers  in  good  standing  in  other 
Presbyteries,  or  in  any  sister  churches,  who  may 
happen  to  be  present,  may  be  invited  to  sit  with 
the  Presbytery,  as  corresponding  members. 
Such  members  shall  be  entitled  to  deliberate 
and  advise,  but  not  to  vote  in  any  decisions  of 
the  Presbytery. 

CHAPTER  XI.— or  the  sykod. 

I.  As  a  Presbytery  is  a  convention  of  the 
Bishops  and  Elders  within  a  certain  district:  so 
a  Synod  is  a  convention  of  the  Bishops  and 
Elders  within  a  larger  district,  including  at 
least  three  Presbyteries.  The  ratio  of  the  repre- 
sentation of  Elders  in  the  Synod  is  the  same  as 
in  the  Presbytery. 

II.  Any  seven  ministers,  belonging  to  the 
Synod,  who  shall  convene  at  the  time  and  place 
of  meeting,  with  as  many  elders  as  may  be  pre- 
sent, shall  be  a  quorum  to  transact  sy nodical 
business ;  provided  not  more  than  three  of  the 
said  ministers  belong  to  one  Presbytery. 

III.  The  same  rule,  as  to  corresponding  mem- 
bers, which  was  laid  down  with  respect  to  the 
Presbytery,  shall  apply  to  the  Synod. 
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TV.  The  Synod  hai  power  to  receive  and 
issue  all  appeals  regularly  brought  up  from  the 
Presbyteries;  to  decide  <»tj  all  references  made 
to  them;  to  review  the  records  of  Presbyteries, 
arid  approve  or  censure  them;  to  redress  what- 
ever has  been  done  by  Presbyteries  contrary  to 
order;  to  take  effectual  care  that  Presbyteries 
observe  the  Constitution  of  the  church;  to  erect 
new  Presbyteries,  and  unite  or  divide  those 
which  were  before  erected :  generally  to  take 
such  order  with  respect  to  the  Presbyteries, 
sions,  and  people  under  their  care,  as  may  be  in 
conformity  with  the  word  of  God  and  the  es- 
tablished rules,  and  which  tend  to  promote  the 
edification  of  the  church:  and,  finally,  to  pro- 
pose to  the  General  Assembly,  for  their  adop- 
tion, such  measures  as  may  be  of  common  ad- 
vantage to  the  whole  church. 

V.  The  Synod  shall  convene  at  least  once  in 
each  year:  at  the  opening  of  which  a  sermon 
shall  be  delivered  by  the  moderator,  or,  in  case 
of  his  absence,  by  some  other  member:  and 
every  particular   session  shall  be  opened  and 

I  with  prayer. 

VI.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Synod  to  keep 
full  and  fair  records  of  its  proceedings,  to  sub- 
mit them  annually  to  the  inspection  of  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly,  and  to  report  to  the  Assembly 
the  number  of  its  Presbyteries,  and  of  the  mem- 
bers and  alterations  of  the  Presbyteries. 

CHAPTEE     XII.  —  OF     THE     GENERAL 
SEMBLY.* 

I.   The  General  Assembly  is  the  highest  judi- 

*  The  radical  principles  of  Presbyterian  church  govern- 
ment and  discipline  are: — That  the  several  different  con- 
gregations of  believers,  taken  collective] v.  constitute  one 
rtrareh  of  Christ,  esJled  finphatirvillv  the  church  : — that  a 
larger  part  of  the  churchy  or  a  representation  of  it,  should 
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catory  of  the  Presbyterian  Church.  It  shall  re- 
present, in  one  body,  all  the  particular  churches 
of  this  denomination  ;  and  shall  bear  the  title 
of  The  General  Assembly  of  the  Pres- 
byterian Church  in  the  United  States  of 
America. 

II.  The  General  Assembly  shall  consist  of  an 
equal  delegation  of  Bishops  and  Elders  from 
each  Presbytery,  in  the  following  proportion: 
viz.  each  Presbytery  consisting  of  not  more 
than  twenty-four  ministers,  shall  send  one  min- 
ister and  one  elder ;  and  each  Presbytery  con- 
sisting of  more  than  twenty-four  ministers,  shall 
send  two  ministers  and  two  elders;  and  in  the 
like  proportion  for  every  twenty-four  ministers 
in  any  Presbytery:  and  these  delegates,  so  ap- 
pointed, shall  be  styled,  Commissioners  to  the 
General  Assembly. 

III.  Any  fourteen  or  more  of  these  commis- 
sioners, one  half  of  whom  shall  be  ministers,  be- 
ing met  on  the  day  and  at  the  place  appointed, 
shall  be  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  busi- 
ness. 

IV.  The  General  Assembly  shall  receive  and 
issue  all  appeals  and  references  which  may  be 
regularly  brought  before  them  from  the  inferior 
judicatories.  They  shall  review  the  records  of 
every  Synod,  and  approve  or  censure  them: 
they  shall  give  their  advice  and  instruction  in 

govern  a  smaller,  or  determine  matters  of  controversy 
which  arise  therein: — that,  in  like  manner,  a  representation 
of  the  whole  should  govern  and  determine  in  regard  to 
every  part,  and  to  all  the  parts  united ;  that  is.  that  a  majority 
shall  govern  :  and  consequently  that  appeals  may  he  earned 
f'-om  lower  to  higher  judicatories,  till  they  he  finally  decided 
by  the  collected  wisdom  and  united  voice  of  the  whole,  church. 
For  these  principles  and  this  procedure,  the  example  of  the 
apostles,  and  the  practice  of  the  primitive  church,  is  consid- 
ered as  authority.  See  Acts  xv.  to  the  29th  verse;  and  the 
proofs  adduced  under  the  last  three  chapters. 
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all  oases  submitted  to  them  in  conformity  with 
th^  constitution  of  the  church:  and  they  shall 
constitute  the  bond  of  union,  peace,  correspon- 
dence, and  natural  confidence  among  all  our 
churches. 

Y.  To  the  General  Assembly  also  belongs  the 
power  of  deciding  in  all  controversies  respect- 
ing doctrine  and  discipline:  of  reproving,  warn- 
ing, or  bearing  testimony  against  error  in  doc- 
trine, or  immorality  in  practice,  in  any  church. 
Presbytery,  or  Synod:  of  erecting  new  Synods 
when  it  may  be  judged  necessary:  of  superin- 
tending the  concerns  of  the  whole  church:  of 
corresponding  with  foreign  churches,  on  such 
terms  as  may  be  agreed  upon  by  the  Assembly 
and  the  corresponding  body:  of  suppressing 
schismatical  contentions  and  disputations:  and, 
in  general,  of  recommending  and  attempting 
reformation  of  manners,  and  the  promotion  of 
charity,  truth,  and  holiness,  through  all  the 
churches  under  their  care. 

VI.  Before  any  overtures  or  regulations  pro- 
posed by  the  Assembly  to  be  established  as  con- 
stitutional rules,  shall  be  obligatory  on  the 
churches,  it  shall  be  necessary  to  transmit  them 
to  all  the  Presbyteries,  and  to  receive  the  re- 
turns of  at  least  a  majority  of  them,  in  writing, 
approving  thereof. 

Til.  The  General  Assembly  shall  meet  at 
least  once  in  every  year.  On  the  day  appointed 
for  that  purpose  the  moderator  of  the  last  As- 
sembly, if  present,  or  in  case  of  his  absence. 
S'^me  other  minister,  shall  open  the  meeting 
with  a  sermon,  and  preside  until  a  new  modera- 
tor be  chosen.  No  commissioner  shall  have  a 
right  to  deliberate  or  vote  in  the  Assembly, 
until  his  name  shall  have  been  enrolled  by  the 
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clerk,  and  his  commission  examined,  and  filed 
among  the  papers  of  the  Assembly. 

VIII.  Each  session  of  the  Assembly  shall  be 
opened  and  closed  with  prayer.  And  the  whole 
business  of  the  Assembly  being  finished,  and 
the  vote  taken  for  dissolving  the  present  As- 
sembly, the  moderator  shall  say  from  the  chair, 
— "By  virtue  of  the  authority  delegated  to  me, 
by  the  church,  let  this  General  Assembly  be 
dissolved,  and  I  do  hereby  dissolve  it,  and  re- 
quire another  General  Assembly,  chosen  in  the 
same  manner,  to  meet  at  on  the 

day  of  A.  D.       " — after  which  he  shall 

pray  and  return  thanks,  and  pronounce  on  those 
present  the  apostolic  benediction. 

CHAPTEE    XIII.  —OF    ELECTING    AND    OR- 
DAINING RULING  ELDERS  AND  DEACONS. 

I.  Having  defined  the  officers  of  the  church, 
and  the  judicatories  by  which  it  shall  be  go- 
verned, it  is  proper  here  to  prescribe  the  mode 
in  which  ecclesiastical  rulers  should  be  ordained 
to  their  respective  offices,  as  well  as  some  of  the 
principles  by  which  they  shall  be  regulated  in 
discharging  their  several  duties. 

II.  Every  congregation  shall  elect  persons  to 
the  office  of  Ruling  Elder,  and  to  the  office  of 
Deacon,  or  either  of  them,  in  the  mode  most 
approved  and  in  use  in  that  congregation.  But 
in  all  cases  the  persons  elected  must  be  male 
members  in  full  communion  in  the  church  in 
which  they  are  to  exercise  their  office. 

III.  When  any  person  shall  have  been  elected 
to  either  of  these  offices,  and  shall  have  declared 
his  willingness  to  accept  thereof,  he  shall  be  set 
apart  in  the  following  manner: 

IV.  After  sermon,  the  minister  shall  state, 
in  a  concise  manner,  the  warrant  and  nature  of 
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tho  office  of  Ruling  Elder  or  Deacon,  together 
with  the  character  proper  to  be  sustained,  and 
the  duties  to  be  fulfilled  by  the  officer  elect: 
having  done  this,  he  shall  propose  to  the  candi- 
date, in  the  presence  of  the  congregation,  the 
following  questions: — viz. 

1.  Do  you  believe  the  Scriptures  of  the  Old 
and  New  Testaments  to  be  the  word  of  God,  the 
only  infallible  rule  of  faith  and  practice? 

2.  Do  you  sincerely  receive  and  adopt  the 
Confession  of  Faith  of  this  church,  as  contain- 
ing the  system  of  doctrine  taught  in  the  Holy 
Scriptures  ? 

3.  Do  you  approve  of  the  government  and 
discipline  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  in  these 
United  States? 

4.  Do  you  accept  the  office  of  Ruling  Elder 
(or  Deacon  as  the  case  may  be)  in  this  congre- 
gation, and  promise  faithfully  to  perform  all 
the  duties  thereof? 

5.  Do  you  promise  to  study  the  peace,  unity, 
and  purity  of  the  church  ? 

The  Elder,  or  Deacon  elect,  having  answered 
these  questions  in  the  affirmative,  the  minister 
shall  address  to  the  members  of  the  church  the 
following  question: — viz. 

Do  you,  the  members  of  this  church,  acknow- 
ledge and  receive  this  brother  as  a  Ruling  Elder 
(or  Deacon),  and  do  you  promise  to  yield  him  all 
that  honour,  encouragement,  and  obedience,  in 
the  Lord,  to  which  his  office,  according  to  the 
word  of  God,  and  the  Constitution  of  this 
church,  entitles  him? 

The  members  of  the  church  having  answered 
this  question  in  the  affirmative,  by  holding  up 
their  right  hands,  the  minister  shall  proceed  to 
set  apart  the  candidate,  by  prayer,  to  the  office 
of  Ruling  Elder,  (or  Deacon,  as  the  case  may 
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be)  and  shall  give  to  him,  and  to  the  congrega- 
tion, an  exhortation  suited  to  the  occasion. 

V.  Where  there  is  an  existing  session,  it  is 
proper  that  the  members  of  that  body,  at  the 
close  of  the  service,  and  in  the  face  of  the  con- 
gregation, take  the  newly  ordained  Elder  by 
the  hand,  saying  in  words  to  this  purpose, — 
"We  give  you  the  right  hand  of  fellowship,  to 
take  part  of  this  office  with  us." 

VI.  The  offices  of  Killing  Elder  and  Dteacon 
are  both  perpetual,  and  cannot  be  laid  aside  at 
pleasure.  No  person  can  be  divested  of  either 
office  but  by  deposition.  Yet  an  Elder  or  Dea- 
con may  become,  by  age  or  infirmity,  incapable 
of  performing  the  duties  of  his  office;  or  he 
may,  though  chargeable  with  neither  heresy 
nor  immorality,  become  unacceptable,  in  his  of- 
ficial character,  to  a  majority  of  the  congrega- 
tion to  which  he  belongs.  In  either  of  these 
cases  he  may,  as  often  happens  with  respect  to 
a  minister,  cease  to  be  an  acting  Elder  or  Dea- 
con. 

VII.  Whenever  a  Ruling  Elder  or  Deacon, 
from  either  of  these  causes,  or  from  any  other, 
not  inferring  crime,  shall  be  incapable  of  serv- 
ing the  church  to  edification,  the  session  shall 
take  order  on  the  subject,  and  state  the  fact,  to- 
gether with  the  reasons  of  it,  on  their  records. 
Provided  always,  that  nothing  of  this  kind  shall 
be  done  without  the  concurrence  of  the  indi- 
vidual in  question,  unless  by  the  advice  of 
Presbytery. 

CHAPTER  XIV.  —  of  licensing  candi- 
dates OR  PROBATIONERS  TO  PREACH  THE 
GOSPEL. 

I.  The  Holy  Scriptures  require  that  some 
trial  be  previously  had  of  them  who  are  to  be 
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ordained  to  the  ministry  of  the  gospel,  that  this 
eacred  offiee  may  not  be  degraded,  by  being 
Committed  to  weak  OX  unworthy  men;  and  that 
the  ehurchefl  may  have  an  opportunity  to  form 
a  better  judgment  respecting  the  talents  of  those 
by  whom  they  are  to  be  instructed  and  go- 
verned. For  this  purpose  Presbyteries  shall 
license  probationers  to  preach  the  gospel,  that 
after  a  competent  trial  of  their  talents,  and  re- 
ceiving from  the  churches  a  good  report,  they 
may,  in  due  time,  ordain  them  to  the  sacred 
office. 

II.  Every  candidate  for  licensure  shall  be 
taken  on  trials  by  that  Presbytery  to  which  he 
most  naturally  belongs;  and  he  shall  be  con- 
sidered as  most  naturally  belonging  to  that 
Presbytery  within  the  bounds  of  which  he  has 
ordinarily  resided.  But  in  case  any  candidate 
should  find  it  more  convenient  to  put  himself 
under  the  care  of  a  Presbytery  at  a  distance 
from  that  to  which  he  most  naturally  belongs, 
he  may  be  received  by  the  said  Presbytery,  on 
his  producing  testimonials  either  from  the  Pres- 
bytery within  the  bounds  of  which  he  has  com- 
monly resided,  or  from  any  twTo  ministers  of 
that  Presbytery  in  good  standing,  of  his  exem- 
plary piety,  and  other  requisite  qualifications. 

III.  It  is  proper  and  requisite  that  candidates 
applying  to  the  Presbytery  to  be  licensed  to 
preach  the  gospel,  produce  satisfactory  testimo- 
nials of  their  good  moral  character,  and  of  their 
being  regular  members  of  some  particular 
church.  And  it  is  the  duty  of  the  Presbytery, 
for  their  satisfaction  with  regard  to  the  real 
piety  of  such  candidates,  to  examine  them  re- 
specting their  experimental  acquaintance  witli 
religion,  and  the  motives  which  influence  them 
to  desire  the  sacred  office.     This  examination 
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shall  be  close  and  particular,  and,  in  most  cases, 
may  best  be  conducted  in  the  presence  of  the 
Presbytery  only.  And  it  is  recommended  that 
the  candidate  be  also  required  to  produce  a  di- 
ploma of  bachelor  or  master  of  arts,  from  some 
college  or  university:  or,  at  least,  authentic 
testimonials  of  his  having  gone  through  a  regu- 
lar course  of  learning. 

IV.  Because  it  is  highly  reproachful  to  reli- 
gion, and  dangerous  to  the  church,  to  intrust 
the  holy  ministry  to  weak  and  ignorant  men, 
the  Presbytery  shall  try  each  candidate,  as  to 
his  knowledge  of  the  Latin  language,  and  the 
original  languages  in  which  the  Holy  Scriptures 
were  written.  They  shall  also  examine  him  on 
the  arts  and  sciences ;  on  theology,  natural  and 
revealed ;  and  on  ecclesiastical  history,  the  sa- 
craments, and  church  government.  And  in 
order  to  make  trial  of  his  talents  to  explain  and 
vindicate,  and  practically  to  enforce,  the  doc- 
trines of  the  gospel,  the  Presbytery  shall  require 
of  him, 

1.  A  Latin  exegesis  on  some  common  head  in 
divinity. 

2.  A  critical  exercise  ;  in  which  the  candidate 
shall  give  a  specimen  of  his  taste  and  judgment 
in  sacred  criticism;  presenting  an  explication 
of  the  original  text,  stating  its  connection,  illus- 
trating its  force  and  beauties,  removing  its  diffi- 
culties, and  solving  any  important  questions 
which  it  may  present. 

3.  A  lecture,  or  exposition  of  several  verses  of 
Scripture;  and, 

4.  A  popular  sermon. 

V.  These,  or  other  similar  exercises,  at  the 
discretion  of  the  Presbytery,  shall  be  exhibited 
until  they  shall  have  obtained  satisfaction  as  to 
the  candidate's  piety,  literature,  and  aptness  to 
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teach  in  the  churches.  The  lecture  and  popu- 
lar sermon,  if  the  Presbytery  think  proper, 
may  be  delivered  in  the  presence  of  a  congrega- 
tion. 

VI.  That  the  most  effectual  measures  may  be 
taken  to  guard  against  the  admission  of  insuffi- 
cient men  into  the  sacred  office,  it  is  recom- 
mended, that  no  candidate,  except  in  extraor- 
dinary cases,  be  licensed,  unless,  after  his  hav- 
ing completed  the  usual  course  of  academical 
studies,  he  shall  have  studied  divinity  at  least 
two  years,  under  some  approved  divine  or  pro- 
fessor of  theology. 

VII.  If  the  Presbytery  be  satisfied  with  his 
trials,  they  shall  then  proceed  to  license  him  in 
the  following  manner:  The  moderator  shall 
propose  to  him  the  following  questions:  viz. 

1.  Do  you  believe  the  Scriptures  of  the  Old 
and  New  Testaments  to  be  the  word  of  God,  the 
only  infallible  rule  of  faith  and  practice? 

2.  Do  you  sincerely  receive  and  adopt  the 
Confession  of  Faith  of  this  church,  as  contain- 
ing the  system  of  doctrine  taught  in  the  Holy 
Scriptures? 

3.  Do  you  promise  to  study  the  peace,  unity, 
and  purity  of  the  church? 

4.  Do  you  promise  to  submit  yourself,  in  the 
Lord,  to  the  government  of  this  Presbytery,  or 
of  any  other  Presbytery  in  the  bounds  of  which 
you  may  be  called  ? 

Till.  The  candidate  having  answered  these 
questions  in  the  affirmative,  and  the  moderator 
having  offered  up  a  prayer  suitable  to  the  occa- 
sion, he  shall  address  himself  to  the  candidate 
to  the  following  purpose: — "In  the  name  of  the 
Lord  Jesus  Christ,  and  by  that  authority  which 
he  hath  given  to  the  church  for  its  edification, 
we  do  license  you  to  preach  the  gospel,  wherever 
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God  in  his  providence  may  call  you:  and  for 
this  purpose,  may  the  blessing  of  God  rest  upon 
you,  and  the  Spirit  of  Christ  fill  your  heart — 
Amen!"  And  record  shall  be  made  of  the  licen- 
sure in  the  following  or  like  form:  viz. 

At the  —  day  of the  Presby- 
tery of having  received  testimonials  in 

favour  of of  his  having  gone  through 

a  regular  course  of  literature ;  of  his  good  moral 
character,  and  of  his  being  in  the  communion 
of  the  church,  proceeded  to  take  the  usual  parts 
of  trial  for  his  licensure:  and  he  having  given 
satisfaction  as  to  his  accomplishments  in  litera- 
ture; as  to  his  experimental  acquaintance  with 
religion ;  and  as  to  his  proficiency  in  divinity 
and  other  studies;  the  Presbytery  did,  and 
hereby  do,  express  their  approbation  of  all  these 
parts  of  trial:  and  he  having  adopted  the  Con- 
fession of  Faith  of  this  church,  and  satisfactorily 
answered  the  questions  appointed  to  be  put  to 
candidates  to  be  licensed;  the  Presbytery  did, 

and  hereby  do  license  him,  the  said 

to  preach  the  Gospel  of  Christ,  as  a  probationer 
for  the  holy  ministry,  within  the  bounds  of  this 
Presbytery,  or  wherever  else  he  shall  be  orderly 
called. 

IX.  "When  any  candidate  for  licensure  shall 
have  occasion,  while  his  trials  are  going  on,  to 
remove  from  the  bounds  of  his  own  Presbytery 
into  those  of  another,  it  shall  be  considered  as 
regular  for  the  latter  Presbytery,  on  his  produc- 
ing proper  testimonials  from  the  former,  to  take 
up  his  trials  at  the  point  at  which  they  were 
left,  and  conduct  them  to  a  conclusion,  in  the 
same  manner  as  if  they  had  been  commenced 
by  themselves. 

*  X.  In  like  manner,  when  any  candidate,  after 
licensure,  shall,  by  the  permission  of  his  Pres- 
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brteiy,  remove  without  its  limits,  an  extract  of 
the  record  of  his  licensure,  accompanied  with  a 
P  sbyterial  recommendation,  signed  by  the 
ch-rk,  shall  be  his  testimonials  to  the  Presby- 
tery under  whose  care  he  shall  come. 

XI.  "When  a  licentiate  shall  have  been  preach- 
ing for  a  considerable  time,  and  his  services  do 
not  appear  to  be  edifying  to  the  churches,  the 
Presbytery  may,  if  they  think  proper,  recall  his 
license. 

CHAPTER  XV. — OF  THE  ELECTION  AND  OR- 
DINATION OF  BISHOPS  OR  PASTORS,  AND 
EVANGELISTS. 

I.  "When  any  probationer  shall  have  preached 
so  much  to  the  satisfaction  of  any  congrega- 
tion, as  that  the  people  appear  prepared  to  elect 
a  pastor,  the  session  shall  take  measures  to  con- 
vene them  for  this  purpose:  and  it  shall  always 
be  the  duty  of  the  session  to  convene  them, 
when  a  majority  of  the  persons  entitled  to  vote 
in  the  case,  shall,  by  a  petition,  request  that  a 
meeting  may  be  called. 

II.  AVhen  such  a  meeting  is  intended,  the 
session  shall  solicit  the  presence  and  counsel  of 
some  neighbouring  minister  to  assist  them  in 
conducting  the  election  contemplated,  unless 
highly  inconvenient  on  account  of  distance;  in 
which  case  they  may  proceed  without  such  as- 
sistance. 

III.  On  a  Lord's-day,  immediately  after  pub- 
lic worship,  it  shall  be  intimated  from  the  pul- 
pit, that  all  the  members  of  that  congregation 

are  requested  to  meet  on ensuing,  at 

the  church,  or  usual  place  for  holding  public 
worship :  then  and  there,  if  it  be  agreeable  to 
them,  to  proceed  to  the  election  of  a  pastor  for 
that  congregation. 
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IV.  On  the  day  appointed,  the  minister  in- 
vited to  preside,  if  he  he  present,  shall,  if  it  he 
deemed  expedient,  preach  a  sermon ;  and  after 
sermon  he  shall  announce  to  the  people,  that  he 
will  immediately  proceed  to  take  the  votes  of 
the  electors  of  that  congregation  for  a  pastor, 
if  such  he  their  desire:  and  when  this  desire 
shall  he  expressed  hy  a  majority  of  voices, 
he  shall  then  proceed  to  take  votes  accord- 
ingly. In  this  election,  no  person  shall  be  en- 
titled to  vote  who  refuses  to  submit  to  the  cen- 
sures of  the  church,  regularly  administered;  or 
who  does  not  contribute  his  just  proportion,  ac- 
cording to  his  own  engagements,  or  the  rules 
of  that  congregation,  to  all  its  necessary  ex- 
penses. 

V.  When  the  votes  are  taken,  if  it  appear 
that  a  large  minority  of  the  people  are  averse 
from  the  candidate  who  has  a  majority  of  votes, 
and  cannot  be  induced  to  concur  in  the  call, 
the  presiding  minister  shall  endeavour  to  dis- 
suade the  congregation  from  prosecuting  it  fur- 
ther. But  if  the  people  be  nearly  or  entirely 
unanimous;  or  if  the  majority  shall  insist  upon 
their  right  to  call  a  pastor,  the  presiding  minis- 
ter, in  that  case,  after  using  his  utmost  endeav- 
ours to  persuade  the  congregation  to  unanimity, 
shall  proceed  to  draw  a  call,  in  due  form,  and 
to  have  it  subscribed  by  the  electors;  certifying 
at  the  same  time,  in  writing,  the  number  and 
circumstances  of  those  who  do  not  concur  in 
the  call:  all  which  proceedings  shall  be  laid  be- 
fore the  Presbytery,  together  with  the  call. 

VI.  The  call  shall  be  in  the  following  or  like 
form:  viz. 

The  congregation  of being,  on  sufficient 

grounds,  well  satisfied  of  the  ministerial  qualifi- 
cations of  you ,  and  having  good  hopes, 
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from  our  past  experience  of  your  labours,  that 
your  ministrations  in  the  Gospel  will  be  pro- 
fitable to  our  spiritual    interests,  do  earnestly 

call  and  desire  you  to  undertake  the  pastoral 

office  in  said  congregation:  promising  you,  in 
the  discharge  of  your  duty,  all  proper  support, 
encouragement,  and  obedience  in  the  Lord. 
And  that  you  may  be  free  from  worldly  cares 
and  avocations,  we  hereby  promise  and  oblige 
ourselves  to  pay  to  you  the  sum  of in  regu- 
lar quarterly  (or  half  yearly,  or  yearly)  pay- 
ments, during  the  time  of  your  being  and  con- 
tinuing the  regular  pastor  of  this  church.  In 
testimony  whereof,  we  have  respectively  sub- 
scribed our  names,  this  — day  of A.D.  — . 

Attested  by  A.  B.  Moderator  of  the  meeting. 

VII.  But  if  any  congregation  shall  choose  to 
subscribe  their  call  by  their  elders  and  deacons, 
or  by  their  trustees,  or  by  a  select  committee, 
they  shall  be  at  liberty  to  do  so.  But  it  shall, 
in  such  case,  be  fully  certified  to  the  Presbytery, 
by  the  minister,  or  other  person  who  presided, 
that  the  persons  signing  have  been  appointed, 
for  that  purpose,  by  a  public  vote  of  the  con- 
gregation ;  and  that  the  call  has  been,  in  all 
other  respects,  prepared  as  above  directed. 

VIII.  "When  a  call  shall  be  presented  to  any 
minister  or  candidate,  it  shall  always  be  viewed 
as  a  sufficient  petition  from  the  people  for  his 
instalment.  The  acceptance  of  a  call,  by  a  min- 
ister or  candidate,  shall  always  be  considered  as 
a  request,  on  his  part,  to  be  installed  at  the 
same  time.  And  when  a  candidate  shall  be  or- 
dained in  consequence  of  a  call  from  any  con- 
gregation, the  Presbytery  shall,  at  the  same 
time,  if  practicable,  install  him  pastor  of  that 
congregation. 

IX.  The  call,  thus  prepared,  shall  be  pre- 
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sented  to  the  Presbytery,  under  whose  ca~ 
-    all  be:   that,  if  the  Prest 
think  it  expedi-  tnt  the  call  to  him,  it 

may  be  accordingly  presented:  and  no  minister 
or  candidate  shall  receive  a  call  but  through 
the  hands  of  the  Presbytery. 

X.  If  the  call  be  to  the  licentiate  of  another 
Presbytery,  in  that  case  the  commissioners  de- 
puted from  the  congregation  to  prosecute  the  call, 
shall  produce,   to  that  judicatory,  a   certificate 
from  their  own  Presbytery,  regular";- 
by  the  moderator  and  clerk,  that  the  call  has 
been  laid  before  them,  and  that  it  is  in  order. 
If  that  Presbytery  present  the  call  to  their  li- 
centiate, and  he  be  disposed  to  accept  it.  I 
shall  then  dismiss  him  from  their  jurisdiction, 
and  require  him  to  repair  to  that  Presbyl 
into   the  bounds   of   which   he  is   called:    and 
there  to  submit  himself  to  the  usual  trials  pre- 
paratory to  ordination. 

XL  Trials  for  ordination,  especially  in  a  dif- 
ferent Presbytery  from  that  in  which  the  can- 
didate was  licensed,  shall  consist  of  a  careful 
examination  as  to  his  acquaintance  with  experi- 
mental religion:  as  to  his  knowledge  of  philo- 
sophy, theology,  ecclesiastical  history,  the  Greek 
and  Hebrew  languages,  and  such  other  branches 
of  learning  as  to  the  Presbytery  may  a: 
requisite:  and  as  to  his  knowledge  of  the  con- 
stitution, the  rules  and  principles  of  the  govern- 
ment and  discipline  of  the  church:  together 
with  such  written  discourse,  or  discoo 
founded  on  the  word  of  God.  as  to  the  Presby- 
tery shall  seem  proper.  The  Presbytery,  being 
fully  satisfied  with  his  qualifications  for  ti- 
ered office,  shall  appoint  a  day  for  his  ordina- 
tion, which  ought  to  be,  if  convenient,  in  that 
church  of  which  he  is  to  be  the  minister.     It  is 
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also  recommended  that  a  fast  day  be  observed 
in  the  congregation  previous  to  the  day  of  ordi- 
nation. 

XII.  The  day  appointed  for  ordination  being 
come,  and  the  Presbytery  convened,  a  member 
of  the  Presbytery,  previously  appointed  to  that 
duty,  shall  preach  a  sermon  adapted  to  the  occa- 
sion. The  same,  or  •another  member  appointed 
to  preside,  shall  afterwards  briefly  recite  from 
the  pulpit,  in  the  audience  of  the  people,  the 
proceedings  of  the  Presbytery  preparatory  to 
this  transaction:  he  shall  point  out  the  nature 
and  importance  of  the  ordinance;  and  endeav- 
our to  impress  the  audience  with  a  proper  sense 
of  the  solemnity  of  the  transaction. 

Then,  addressing  himself  to  the  candidate, 
he  shall  propose  to  him  the  following  questions, 
viz. 

1.  Do  you  believe  the  Scriptures  of  the  Old 
and  New  Testaments  to  be  the  word  of  God, 
the  only  infallible  rule  of  faith  and  practice? 

2.  Do  you  sincerely  receive  and  adopt  the 
Confession  of  Faith  of  this  church,  as  contain- 
ing the  system  of  doctrine  taught  in  the  Holy 
Scriptures? 

3.  Do  you  approve  of  the  government  and 
discipline  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  in  these 
United  States? 

4.  Do  you  promise  subjection  to  your  brethren 
in  the  Lord? 

o.  Have  you  been  induced,  as  far  as  you 
know  your  own  heart,  to  seek  the  office  of  the 
holy  ministry  from  love  to  God,  and  a  sincere 
desire  to  promote  his  glorv  in  the  gospel  of  his 
Bon? 

6.  Do  you  promise  to  be  zealous  and  faithful 
in  maintaining  the  truths  of  the  gospel,  and 
the  purity  and  peace  of  the  church;  whatever 
51 
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persecution  or  opposition  may  arise  unto  you  on 
that  account? 

7.  Do  you  engage  to  be  faithful  and  diligent 
in  the  exercise  of  all  private  and  personal  duties, 
which  become  you  as  a  Christian  and  a  minis- 
ter of  the  gospel;  as  well  as  in  all  relative  du- 
ties, and  the  public  duties  of  your  office;  en- 
deavouring to  adorn  the  profession  of  the  gospel 
by  your  conversation ;  and  walking  with  exem- 
plary piety  before  the  flock  over  which  God 
shall  make  you  overseer? 

8.  Are  you  now  willing  to  take  the  charge  of 
this  congregation,  agreeably  to  your  declaration 
at  accepting  their  call?  And  do  you  promise 
to  discharge  the  duties  of  a  pastor  to  them,  as 
God  shall  give  you  strength  ? 

XIII.  The  candidate  having  answered  these 
questions  in  the  affirmative,  the  presiding  min- 
ister shall  propose  to  the  people  the  following 
questions: — 

1.  Do  you,  the  people  of  this  congregation, 
continue  to  profess  your  readiness  to  receive 
whom  you  have  called  to  be  your  min- 
ister? 

2.  Do  you  promise  to  receive  the  word  of 
truth  from  his  mouth,  with  meekness  and  love ; 
and  to  submit  to  him  in  the  due  exercise  of  dis- 
cipline? 

3.  Do  you  promise  to  encourage  him  in  his 
arduous  labour,  and  to  assist  his  endeavours  for 
your  instruction  and  spiritual  edification  ? 

4.  And  do  you  engage  to  continue  to  him, 
while  he  is  your  pastor,  that  competent  worldly 
maintenance  which  you  have  promised;  and 
whatever  else  you  may  see  needful  for  the  hon- 
our of  religion,  and  his  comfort  among  you? 

XIY.  The  people  having  answered  these 
questions  in  the  affirmative,  by  holding  up  their 
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right  hands,  the  candidate  shall  kneel  down  in 
the  most  convenient  part  of  the  church.  Then 
the  presiding  minister  shall,  by  prayer,  and 
with  the  laying  on  of  the  hands  of  the  Presby- 
tery, according  to  the  apostolic  example,  so- 
lemnly ordain  him  to  the  holy  office  of  the  gos- 
pel ministry.  Prayer  bring  ended,  he  shall  rise 
from  his  knees,  and  the  minister  who  presides 
shall  first,  and  afterwards  all  the  members  of 
the  Presbytery  in  their  order,  take  him  by  the 
right  hand,  saying,  in  words  to  this  purpose, 
"We  give  you  the  right  hand  of  fellowship,  to 
take  part  of  this  ministry  with  us."  After 
which  the  minister  presiding,  or  some  other  ap- 
pointed for  the  purpose,  shall  give  a  solemn 
charge  in  the  name  of  God,  to  the  newly  or- 
dained bishop,  and  to  the  people,  to  persevere  in 
the  discharge  of  their  mutual  duties:  and  shall 
then,  by  prayer,  recommend  them  both  to  the 
grace  of  God,  and  his  holy  keeping,  and  finally, 
after  singing  a  psalm,  shall  dismiss  the  congre- 
gation with  the  usual  blessing.  And  the  Pres- 
bytery shall  duly  record  the  transaction. 

XV.  As  it  is  sometimes  desirable  and  impor- 
tant that  a  candidate  who  has  not  received  a 
call  to  be  the  pastor  of  a  particular  congrega- 
tion, should,  nevertheless,  be  ordained  to  the 
work  of  the  gospel  ministry,  as  an  evangelist 
to  preach  the  gospel,  administer  sealing  ordi- 
nances, and  organize  churches,  in  frontier  or 
destitute  settlements:  in  this  ease,  the  last  of 
the  preceding  questions  shall  be  omitted,  and 
the  following  used  as  a  substitute: — viz. 

Are  you  now  willing  to  undertake  the  work 
of  an  evangelist:  and  do  you  promise  to  dis- 
charge the  duties  which  may  be  incumbent  on 
you  in  this  character,  as  God  shall  give  you 
strength? 
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CHAPTER  XVI.—  of  translation,  or  re- 
moving A  MINISTER  FROM  ONE  CHARGE  TO 
ANOTHER. 

I.  No  bishop  shall  be  translated  from  one 
church  to  another,  nor  shall  he  receive  any  call 
for  that  purpose,  but  by  the  permission  of  the 
Presbytery. 

II.  Any  church,  desiring  to  call  a  settled 
minister  from  his  present  charge,  shall,  by  com- 
missioners properly  authorized,  represent  to  the 
Presbytery  the  ground  on  which  they  plead  his 
removal.  The  Presbytery,  having  maturely 
considered  their  plea,  may,  according  as  it  ap- 
pears more  or  less  reasonable,  either  recommend 
to  them  to  desist  from  prosecuting  the  call,  or 
may  order  it  to  be  delivered  to  the  minister  to 
whom  it  is  directed.  If  the  parties  be  not  pre- 
pared to  have  the  matter  issued  at  that  Presbytery, 
a  written  citation  shall  be  given  to  the  minister 
and  his  congregation,  to  appear  before  the  Pres- 
bytery at  their  next  meeting.  This  citation 
shall  be  read  from  the  pulpit  in  that  church,  by 
a  member  of  the  Presbytery  appointed  for  that 
purpose,  immediately  after  public  worship;  so 
that  at  least  two  Sabbaths  shall  intervene  be- 
twixt the  citation  and  the  meeting  of  Presby- 
tery at  which  the  cause  of  translation  is  to  be 
considered.  The  Presbytery  being  met,  and 
having  heard  the  parties,  shall,  upon  the  whole 
view  of  the  case,  either  continue  him  in  his 
former  charge,  or  translate  him,  as  they  shall 
deem  to  be  most  for  the  peace  and  edification 
of  the  church ;  or  refer  the  whole  affair  to  the 
Synod  at  their  next  meeting,  for  their  advice 
and  direction. 

III.  When  the  congregation  calling  any  set- 
tled minister  is  within  the  limits  of  another 
Presbytery,  that  congregation  shall  obtain  leave 
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from  the  Presbytery  to  which  they  belong,  to 
Apply  to  the  Presbytery  of  which  he  is  a  mem- 
ber: and  that  Presbytery,  having  cited  him 
and  hia  congregation  as  before  directed,  shall 
proceed  to  hear  and  issue  the  cause.  If  they 
agree  to  the  translation,  they  shall  release  him 
from  his  present  charge:  and  having  given  him 
proper  testimonials,  shall  require  him  to  repair 
to  that  Presbytery,  within  the  bounds  of  which 
the  congregation  calling  him  lies,  that  the  pro- 
per steps  may  be  taken  for  his  regular  settle- 
ment in  that  congregation:  and  the  Presbytery 
to  which  the  congregation  belongs,  having  re- 
ceived an  authenticated  certificate  of  his  release, 
under  the  hand  of  the  clerk  of  that  Presbytery, 
shall  proceed  to  install  him  in  the  congregation, 
as  soon  as  convenient.  Provided  always,  that 
no  bishop  or  pastor  shall  be  translated  without 
his  own  consent  previously  obtained. 

IV.  When  any  minister  is  to  be  settled  in  a 
congregation,  the  instalment,  which  consists  in 
constituting  a  pastoral  relation  between  him  and 
the  people  of  that  particular  church,  may  be 
performed  either  by  the  Presbytery,  or  by  a 
committee  appointed  for  that  purpose,  as  may 
appear  most  expedient:  and  the  following  order 
shall  be  observed  therein: 

V.  A  day  shall  be  appointed  for  the  instal- 
ment at  such  time  as  may  appear  most  conve- 
nient, and  due  notice  thereof  given  to  the  con- 
gregation. 

VI.  When  the  Presbytery,  or  committee, 
shall  be  convened  and  constituted  on  the  day 
appointed,  a  sermon  shall  be  delivered  by  some 
one  of  the  members  previously  appointed  there- 
to: immediately  after  which,  the  bishop  who  is 
to  preside  shall  state  to  the  congregation  the 
design  of  their  meeting,  and  briefly  recite  the 
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proceedings  of  the  Presbytery  relative  thereto. 
And  then,  addressing  himself  to  the  minister  to 
be  installed,  shall  propose  to  hinl  the  following 
or  similar  questions: 

1.  Are  you  now  willing  to  take  the  charge  of 
this  congregation,  as  their  pastor,  agreeably  to 
your  declaration  at  accepting  their  call? 

2.  Do  you  conscientiously  believe  and  declare, 
as  far  as  you  know  your  own  heart,  that  in 
taking  upon  you  this  charge,  you  are  influenced 
by  a  sincere  desire  to  promote  the  glory  of  God, 
and  the  good  of  his  church  ? 

3.  Do  you  solemnly  promise,  that  by  the  as- 
sistance of  the  grace  of  God,  you  will  endeav- 
our faithfully  to  discharge  all  the  duties  of  a 
pastor  to  this  congregation:  and  will  be  careful 
to  maintain  a  deportment  in  all  respects  becom- 
ing a  mini-ter  of  the  gospel  of  Christ,  agree- 
ably to  your  ordination  engagements  ? 

To  all  these  having  received  satisfactory  an- 
swers, he  shall  propose  to  the  people  the  same 
or  like  questions  as  those  directed  under  the 
head  of  ordination;  which,  having  been  also 
satisfactorily  answered,  by  holding  up  the  right 
hand  in  testimony  of  assent,  he  shall  solemnly 
pronounce  and  declare  the  said  minister  to  be 
regularly  constituted  the  pastor  of  that  congre- 
gation. A  charge  shall  then  be  given  to  both 
parties,  as  directed  in  the  case  of  ordination : 
and,  after  prayer,  and  singing  a  psalm  adapted 
to  the  transaction,  the  congregation  shall  be  dis- 
missed  with  the  usual  benediction. 

VII.  It  is  highly  becoming,  that,  after  the 
solemnity  of  the  instalment,  the  heads  of  fami- 
lies of  that  congregation  who  are  then  preterit, 
or  at  least  the  elders  and  those  appointed  to 
take  care  of  the  temporal  concerns  of  that 
church,  should  come  forward  to  their  pastor, 
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and  give  him  their  right  hand,  in  token  of  O  r- 
dial  reception  and  affectionate  regard. 

CHAPTER  XVII. —of  resigning  a  pastor- 
al CHARGE. 
When  any  minister  shall  labour  under  such 
grievances  in  his  congregation,  as  that  he  shall 
desire  leave  to  resign  his  pastoral  charge,  the 
Presbytery  shall  cite  the  congregation  to  appear, 
by  their  commissioners,  at  their  next  meeting, 
to  show  cause,  if  any  they  have,  why  the  Pret*- 
bytery  should  not  accept  the  resignation.  If 
the  congregation  fail  to  appear,  or  if  their  rea- 
sons for  retaining  their  pastor  be  deemed  by  the 
Presbytery  insufficient,  he  shall  have  leave 
granted  to  resign  his  pastoral  charge,  of  which 
due  record  shall  be  made:  and  that  church  shall 
be  held  to  be  vacant,  till  supplied  again,  in  an 
orderly  manner,  with  another  minister:  and  if 
any  congregation  shall  desire  to  be  released 
from  their  pastor,  a  similar  process,  muiatu  *«- 
tandis,  shall  be  observed. 

CHAPTER  XVIII.— of  missions. 
When  vacancies  become  so  numerous  in  any 
Presbytery  that  they  cannot  be  supplied  with 
the  frequent  administration  of  the  word  and 
ordinances,  it  shall  be  proper  for  such  Presby- 
tery, or  any  vacant  congregation  within  their 
bounds,  with  the  leave  of  the  Presbytery,  to 
apply  to  any  other  Presbytery,  or  to  any  Synod, 
or  to  the  General  Assembly,  for  such  assistance 
as  they  can  afford.  And,  when  any  Presby- 
tery shall  send  any  of  their  ministers  or  proba- 
tioners to  distant  vacancies,  the  missionary  shall 
be  ready  to  produce  his  credentials  to  the  Pres- 
bytery or  Presbyteries,  through  the  bounds  of 
which  he  may  pass,  or  at  least  to  a  committee 
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thereof,  and  obtain  their  approbation.  And 
the  General  Assembly  may,  of  their  own 
knowledge,  send  missions  to  any  part  to 
plant  churches,  or  to  supply  vacancies:  and, 
for  this  purpose,  may  direct  any  Presbytery  to 
ordain  evangelists,  or  ministers  without  rela- 
tion to  particular  churches:  provided  always, 
that  such  missions  be  made  with  the  consent  of 
the  parties  appointed;  and  that  the  judicatory 
sending  them,  make  the  necessary  provision  for 
their  support  and  reward  in  the  performance  of 
this  service. 

CHAPTER  XIX— of  moderators. 

I.  It  is  equally  necessary  in  the  judicatories 
of  the  church,  as  in  other  assemblies,  that  there 
should  be  a  Moderator  or  president;  that  the 
business  may  be  conducted  with  order  and  dis- 
patch. 

II.  The  Moderator  is  to  be  considered  as  pos- 
sessing, by  delegation  from  the  whole  body,  all 
authority  necessary  for  the  preservation  of 
order;  for  convening  and  adjourning  the  judi- 
catory; and  directing  its  operations  according 
to  the  rules  of  the  church.  He  is  to  propose  to 
the  judicatory  every  subject  of  deliberation  that 
comes  before  them.  He  may  propose  what  ap- 
pears to  him  the  most  regular  and  speedy  way 
of  bringing  any  business  to  issue.  He  shall 
prevent  the  members  from  interrupting  each 
other;  and  require  them,  in  speaking,  always 
to  address  the  chair.  He  shall  prevent  a 
speaker  from  deviating  from  the  subject,  and 
from  using  personal  reflections.  He  shall  si- 
lence those  who  refuse  to  obey  order.  He  shall 
prevent  members  who  attempt  to  leave  the  judi- 
catory without  leave  obtained  from  him.  He 
shall,  at  a  proper  season,  when  the  deliberations 
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are  ended,  put  the  question  and  call  the  votes. 

If  tbe  judicatory   be   equally  divided,  be   shall 
casting  vote.     It'  he  be  Dot  willing 
to  decide,  he  .-hall  put  the  question  a  » 
time:  and  if  the  judicatory  be  again  equally 

divided,  and  he  decline  to  give  his  vote,  tin; 
question  .-hall  he  lost.  In  all  questions  he  shall 
give  a  concise  and  clear  state  of  the  object  of 
the  vote:  and  the  vote  being  taken,  shall  then 
declare  how  the  question  is  decided.  And  he 
shall  likewise  be  empowered,  on  any  extraor- 
dinary emergency,  to  convene  the  judicatory, 
by  his  circular  letter,  before  the  ordinary  time 
of  meeting. 

III.  The  Moderator  of  the  Presbytery  shall 
be  chosen  from  year  to  year,  or  at  every  meet- 
ing of  the  Presbytery,  as  the  Presbytery  may 
think  best.  The  Moderator  of  the  Synod,  and 
of  the  General  Assembly,  shall  be  chosen  at 
each  meeting  of  those  judicatories:  and  the 
Moderator,  or,  in  case  of  his  absence,  another 
member  appointed  for  the  purpose,  shall  open 
the  next  meeting  with  a  sermon,  and  shall 
hold  the  chair  till  a  new  Moderator  be  chosen. 

CHAPTEPv    XX.— OF  CLERKS. 

Every  judicatory  shall  choose  a  clerk,  to  re- 
cord their  transactions,  whose  continuance 
shall  be  during  pleasure.  It  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  clerk  besides  recording  the  transactions, 
to  preserve  the  records  carefully;  and  to  grant 
extracts  from  them,  whenever  properly  re- 
quired: and  such  extracts,  under  the  hand  of 
the  clerk,  shall  be  considered  as  authentic 
vouchers  of  the  fact  which  they  declare,  in 
any  ecclesiastical  judicatory,  and  to  every  part 
of  the  church. 
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CHAPTER    XXI.— of   vacant   congrega- 
tions ASSEMBLING  FOR  PUBLIC  WORSHIP. 

Considering  the  great  importance  of  weekly 
assembling  the  people,  for  the  public  worship 
of  God;  in  order  thereby  to  improve  their 
knowledge;  to  confirm  them  in  their  habits  of 
worship,  and  their  desire  of  the  public  ordi- 
nances; to  augment  their  reverence  for  the 
most  high  God;  and  to  promote  the  charitable 
affections  which  unite  men  most  firmly  in 
society:  it  is  recommended,  that  every  vacant 
congregation  meet  together,  on  the  Lord's  day, 
at  one  or  more  places,  for  the  purpose  of  prayer, 
singing  praises,  and  reading  the  Holy  Scrip- 
tures, together  with  the  works  of  such  ap- 
proved divines,  as  the  Presbytery,  within 
whose  bounds  they  are,  may  recommend,  and 
they  may  be  able  to  procure;  and  that  the 
elders  or  deacons  be  the  persons  who  shall  pre- 
side, and  select  the  portions  of  Scripture,  and 
of  the  other  books  to  be  read ;  and  to  see  that 
the  whole  be  conducted  in  a  becoming  and  or- 
derly manner. 

CHAPTER  XXII.  —  of  commissioners  to 

THE    GENERAL    ASSEMBLY. 

I.  The  commissioners  to  the  General  As- 
sembly shall  always  be  appointed  by  the  Pres- 
bytery from  which  they  come,  at  its  last  stated 
meeting,  immediately  preceding  the  meeting 
of  the  General  Assembly;  provided,  that  there 
be  a  sufficient  interval  between  that  time  and 
the  meeting  of  the  Assembly,  for  their  com- 
missioners to  attend  to  their  duty  in  due  sea- 
son; otherwise,  the  Presbytery  may  make 
the  appointment  at  any  stated  meeting,  not 
more  than  seven  months  preceding  the  meet- 
ing of  the  Assembly.     And  as  much  as  pos-

siblc  to  prevent  all  failure  in  the  representa- 
tion of  the  Presbyteries,  arising  from  unfore- 
seen accidents  to  those  first  appointed,  it  may 

be  expedient  for  each  Presbytery,  in  the  room 
of  each  commissioner,  to  appoint  also  an  alter- 
nate commissioner  to  supply  his  place,  in  case 

ofne<  -nee. 

II.  Each  commissioner,  before  his  name  shall 
be  enrolled  as  a  member  of  the  Assembly,  shall 
produce  from  his  Presbytery,  a  commission 
under  the  hand  of  the  moderator  and  clerk,  in 
the  following  or  like  form:  viz.

this  church,  and  the  word  off  God.  And  of  his  diligence 
herein,  he  is  to  render  an  account  at  his  return.

III.  In  order,  as  far  as  possible,  to  procure  a 
respectable  and  full  delegation  to  all  our  judica- 
tories, it  is  proper  that  the  expenses  of  ministers 
and  elders,  in  th^ir  attendance  on  these  judicato- 
ries, be  defrayed  by  the  bodies  which  they  re- 
spectively represent. 
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CHAPTER    I. — OF     THE    SANCTIFICATION   OF 
THE    LORD'S    DAY. 

I.  It  is  the  duty  of  every  person  to  remem- 
ber the  Lord's  day;  and  to  prepare  for  it,  be- 
fore its  approach.  All  worldly  business  should 
be  so  ordered,  and  seasonably  laid  aside,  as  that 
we  may  not  be  hindered  thereby  from  sanctify- 
ing the  Sabbath  as  the  Holy  Scriptures  require. 

II.  The  whole  day  is  to  be  kept  holy  to  the 
Lord;  and  to  be  employed  in  the  public  and 
private  exercises  of  religion.  Therefore,  it  is 
requisite,  that  there  be  a  holy  resting,  all  the 
day,  from  unnecessary  labours ;  and  an  abstain- 
ing from  those  recreations  which  may  be  law- 
ful on  other  days;  and  also,  as  much  as  pos- 
sible, from  worldly  thoughts  and  conversation. 

III.  Let  the  provisions  for  the  support  of  the 
family  on  that  day,  be  so  ordered,  that  servants 
or  others  be  not  improperly  detained  from  the 
public  worship  of  God ;  nor  hindered  from  sanc- 
tifying the  Sabbath.

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IV.  Let  rson   and   family,   in   the

and  by  holy  meditation,  prepare  for  commu- 
nion with  God  in  his  public  ordinances. 

V.  L'-t  the  people  be  careful  to  assemble  at 
the  appointed  time;  that,  being  all  present  at 
the  beginning,  they  may  unite,  with  one  heart, 
in  all  the  parts  of  public  worship:  and  let  none 
unnecessarily  depart,  till  after  the  blessing  be 
pr<-n<»unced. 

VI.  Let  the  time  after  the  solemn  servK 

the  congregation  in  public  are  over,  be  spent  in 
reading,  meditation,  repeating  of  sermons,  cate- 
chizing, religious  conversation,  prayer  for  a 
ring  upon  the  public  ordinances,  the  sing- 
ing of  psalms,  hymns,  or  spiritual  songs:  visit- 
ing the  sick,  relieving  the  poor,  and  in  per- 
forming such  like  duties  of  piety,  charity,  and 
mercy. 

CHAPTER  II. — OF  THE  ASSEMBLING  OF  TIIE 
VGREGATION,      AND       THEIR      BEHAVIOUR 
DURING  DIVINE  SERVICE. 

I.  When  the  time  appointed  f<>r  public  wor- 
ship is  come,  let  the  people  enter  the  church, 
and  take  their  seats  in  a  decent,  grave,  and  re- 
verent manner. 

II.  In  time  of  public  worship,  let  all  the 
people  attend  with  gravity  and  reverence:  for- 

ing  to  read  any  thing,  except  what  the  min- 
ister  is  then  reading  or  reciting:  abstaining 
from  all  whisperings,  from  salutations  of  per- 
sons present,  or  coming  in:  and  from  Lr 
about,  sleeping,  smiling,  and  all  other  indecent 
behaviour. 


814     DIRECTORY  FOR  WORSHIP. 

CHAPTER   III. — OF    THE    PUBLIC    READING 
OF  THE  HOLY  SCRIPTURES. 

I.  The  reading  of  the  Holy  Scriptures,  in 
the  congregation,  is  a  part  of  the  public  worship 
of  God,  and  ought  to  be  performed  by  the  min- 
isters and  teachers. 

II.  The  Holy  Scriptures  of  the  Old  and  New 
Testament  shall  be  publicly  read  from  the  most 
approved  translation,  in  the  vulgar  tongue,  that 
all  may  hear  and  understand. 

III.  How  large  a  portion  shall  be  read  at 
once,  is  left  to  the  discretion  of  every  minister: 
however,  in  each  service,  he  ought  to  read,  at 
least,  one  chapter;  and  more,  when  the  chap- 
ters are  short,  or  the  connection  requires  it. 
He  may,  when  he  thinks  it  expedient,  expound 
any  part  of  what  is  read:  always  having  regard 
to  the  time,  that  neither  reading,  singing,  pray- 
ing, preaching,  or  any  other  ordinance,  be  dis- 
proportionate the  one  to  the  other;  nor  the 
whole  rendered  too  short,  or  too  tedious. 

CHAPTER  IV. — of  the  singing  of  psalms. 

I.  It  is  the  duty  of  Christians  to  praise  God, 
by  singing  psalms,  or  hymns,  publicly  in  the 
church,  as  also  privately  in  the  family. 

II.  In  singing  the  praises  of  God,  we  are  to 
sing  with  the  spirit  and  with  the  understand- 
ing also;  making  melody  in  our  hearts  unto  the 
Lord.  It  is  also  proper,  that  we  cultivate  some 
knowledge  of  the  rules  of  music;  that  we  may 
praise  God  in  a  becoming  manner  with  our 
voices,  as  well  as  with  our  hearts. 

III.  The  whole  congregation  should  be  fur- 
nished with  books,  and  ought  to  join  in  this 
part  of  worship.  It  is  proper  to  sing  without 
parcelling  out  the  psalm,  line  by  line.  The 
practice  of  reading  the  psalm,  line  by  line,  was 
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introduced  in  times  of  ignorance,  when  many 
in  the  congregation  could  not  read :  therefore, 
it  is  recommended,  that  it  be  laid  aside,  as  far 
as  convenient. 

IV.  The  proportion  of  the  time  of  public 
worship  to  be  spent  in  singing,  is  left  to  the 
prudence  of  every  minister:  but  it  is  recom- 
mended, that  more  time  be  allowed  for  this  ex- 
cellent part  of  divine  service  than  has  been 
usual  in  most  of  our  churches. 

CHAPTEE  Y.— of  public  prayer. 

I.  It  seems  very  proper  to  begin  the  public 
worship  of  the  sanctuary  by  a  short  prayer; 
humbly  adoring  the  infinite  majesty  of  the 
living  God;  expressing  a  sense  of  our  distance 
from  him  as  creatures,  and  un worthiness  as  sin- 
ners; and  humbly  imploring  his  gracious  pres- 
ence, the  assistance  of  his  Holy  Spirit  in  the 
duties  of  his  worship,  and  his  acceptance  of  us 
through  the  merits  of  our  Lord  and  Saviour 
Jesus  Christ. 

II.  Then,  after  singing  a  psalm,  or  hymn,  it 
is  proper  that,  before  sermon,  there  should  be  a 
full  and  comprehensive  prayer.  First,  Adoring 
the  glory  and  perfections  of  God,  as  they  are 
made  known  to  us  in  the  works  of  creation,  in 
the  conduct  of  providence,  and  in  the  clear  and 
full  revelation  he  hath  made  of  himself  in  his 
written  word.  Second,  Giving  thanks  to  him 
for  all  his  mercies  of  every  kind,  general  and 
particular,  spiritual  and  temporal,  common  and 
special ;  above  all,  for  Christ  Jesus,  his  unspeak- 
able gift,  and  the  hope  of  eternal  life  through 
him.  Third,  Making  humble  confession  of  sin, 
both  oiiginal  and  actual;  acknowledging,  and 
endeavouring  to  impress  the  mind  of  every  wor- 
shipper, with  a  deep  sense  of  the  evil  of  all  sin, 
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as  such ;  as  being  a  departure  from  the  living 
God  ;  and  also  taking  a  particular  and  affecting 
view  of  the  various  fruits  which  proceed  from 
this  root  of  bitterness : — as  sins  against  God, 
our  neighbour,  and  ourselves ;  sins  in  thought, 
in  word,  and  in  deed  ;  sins  secret  and  presump- 
tuous ;  sins  accidental  and  habitual.  Also,  the 
aggravations  of  sin,  arising  from  knowledge,  or 
the  means  of  it :  from  distinguishing  mercies  ; 
from  valuable  privileges;  from  breach  of  vows, 
&c.  Fourth,  Making  earnest  supplication  for 
the  pardon  of  sin,  and  peace  with  God,  through 
the  blood  of  the  atonement,  with  all  its  im- 
portant and  happy  fruits ;  for  the  Spirit  of 
sanctification,  and  abundant  supplies  of  the 
grace  that  is  necessary  to  the  discharge  of  our 
duty ;  for  support  and  comfort  under  all  the 
trials  to  which  we  are  liable,  as  we  are  sinful 
and  mortal ;  and  for  all  temporal  mercies  that 
may  be  necessary,  in  our  passage  through  this 
valley  of  tears ;  always  remembering  to  view 
them  as  flowing  in  the  channel  of  covenant 
love,  and  intended  to  be  subservient  to  the  pre- 
servation and  progress  of  the  spiritual  life. 
Fifth,  Pleading  from  every  principle  warranted 
in  Scripture  ;  from  our  own  necessity  :  the  all- 
sufficiency  of  God ;  the  merit  and  intercession 
of  our  Saviour ;  and  the  glory  of  God  in  the 
comfort  and  happiness  of  his  people.  Sixth, 
Intercession  for  others,  including  the  whole 
world  of  mankind,  the  kingdom  of  Christ,  or 
his  church  universal,  the  church  or  churches 
with  which  we  are  more  particularly  connected: 
the  interest  of  human  society  in  general,  and 
in  that  community  to  which  we  immediately 
belong ;  all  that  are  invested  with  civil  author- 
ity ;  the  ministers  of  the  everlasting  gospel ; 
and  the  rising  generation,  with  whatever  else, 
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more  particular,  may  seem  necessary,  or  suita- 
ble, to  the  interest  of  that  congregation  where 
divine  worship  is  celebrated. 

III.  Prayer  after  sermon,  ought  generally 
to  have  a  relation  to  the  subject  that  has  been 
treated  of  in  the  discourse  ;  and  all  other  public 
prayers,  to  the  circumstances  that  gave  occasion 
for  them. 

IV.  It  is  easy  to  perceive,  that  in  all  the 
preceding  directions  there  is  a  very  great  com- 
pass  and  variety ;  and  it  is  committed  to  the 
judgment  and  fidelity  of  the  officiating  pastor 
to  insist  chiefly  on  such  parts,  or  to  take  in 
more  or  less  of  the  several  parts,  as  he  shall  be 
led  to  by  the  aspect  of  Providence ;  the  partic- 
ular state  of  the  congregation  in  which  he  offi- 
ciates ;  or  the  disposition  and  exercise  of  his 
own  heart  at  the  time.  But  we  think  it  neees- 
sary  to  observe,  that  although  we  do  not  ap- 
prove, as  is  well  known,  of  confining  ministers 
to  set,  or  fixed  forms  of  prayer  for  public 
worship;  yet  it  is  the  indispensable  duty  of 
every  minister,  previously  to  his  entering  on 
his  office,  to  prepare  and  qualify  himself  for 
this  part  of  his  duty,  as  well  as  for  preaching. 
He  ought,  by  a  thorough  acquaintance  with 
the  Holy  Scriptures,  by  reading  the  best  wri- 
ters on  the  subject,  by  meditation,  and  by  a  life 
of  communion  with  God  in  secret,  to  endea- 
vour to  acquire  both  the  spirit  and  the  gift  of 
prayer.  Not  only  so,  but  when  he  is  to  enter 
on  particular  acts  of  worship,  he  should  endea- 
vour to  compose  his  spirit,  and  to  digest  his 
thoughts  for  prayer,  that  it  may  be  performed 
with  dignity  and  propriety,  as  well  as  to  the 
profit  of  those  who  join  in  it ?  and  that  he  may 
not  disgrace  that  important  service  by  mean, 
irregular,  or  extravagant  effusions. 

52 
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CHAPTEE  VI. — OF  THE  PREACHING  OF  THE 
WORD. 

I.  The  preaching  of  the  word  being  an  in- 
stitution of  God  for  the  salvation  of  men,  great 
attention  .-hould  be  paid  to  the  manner  of  per- 
forming it.  Every  minister  ought  to  give  dili- 
gent application  to  it ;  and  endeavour  to  prove 
himself  a  workman  that  needeth  not  to  be 
ashamed;  rightly  dividing  the  word  of  truth. 

II.  The  subject  of  a  sermon  should  be  some 
verse  or  verses  of  Scripture ;  and  its  object,  to 
explain,  defend,  and  apply  some  part  of  the 
system  of  divine  truth ;  or,  to  point  out  the 
nature,  and  state  the  bounds  and  obligation  of 
some  duty.  A  text  should  not  be  merely  a 
motto,  but  should  fairly  contain  the  doctrine 
proposed  to  be  handled.  It  is  proper  also  that 
large  portions  of  Scripture  be  sometimes  ex- 
pounded, and  particularly  improved,  for  the  in- 
struction of  the  people  in  the  meaning  and  use 
of  the  Sacred  Oracles. 

III.  The  method  of  preaching  requires  much 
study,  meditation,  and  prayer.  Ministers  ought, 
in  general,  to  prepare  their  sermons  with  care ; 
and  not  to  indulge  themselves  in  loose,  extem- 
porary harangues ;  nor  to  serve  God  with  that 
which  cost  them  nought.  They  ought,  how- 
ever, to  keep  to  the  simplicity  of  the  gospel ; 
expressing  themselves  in  language  agreeable  to 
Scripture,  and  level  to  the  understanding  of 
the  meanest  of  their  hearers ;  carefully  avoid- 
ing ostentation,  either  of  parts  or  learning. 
They  ought  also  to  adorn,  by  their  lives,  the 
doctrine  which  they  teach ;  and  to  be  exam- 
ples to  the  believers,  in  word,  in  conversation, 
in  charity,  in  spirit,  in  faith,  in  purity. 

IV.  As  one  primary  design  of  public  ordi- 
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nances  is  to  paj  social  acts  of  homage  to  the 

Most  High  God  ministers  ought  to  be  careful 
not  to  make  their  sermons  so  long  as  to  inter- 
fere with  or  exclude  the  more  important  duties 
of  prayer  ami  praise;  but  pfeserVe"  a  just  pro- 
portion between  the  several  parts  of  public 
\\or>hip. 

V.  The  sermon  being  ended,  the  minister  is 
to  pray,  and  return  thanks  to  Almighty  God  ; 
then  let  a  psalm  be  sung ;  a  collection  raised 
for  the  poor,  or  other  purposes  of  the  church ; 
and  the  assembly  dismissed  with  the  apostolic 
benediction. 

VI.  It  is  expedient  that  no  person  be  intro- 
duced to  preach  in  any  of  the  churches  under 
our  care,  unless  by  the  consent  of  the  pastor  or 
church  session. 

CHAPTER    VII. — OF    THE    ADMINISTRATION 
OF  BAPTISM. 

I.  Baptism  is  not  to  be  unnecessarily  de- 
layed :  nor  to  be  administered  in  any  case,  by 
any  private  person ;  but  by  a  minister  of 
Christ,  called  to  be  the  steward  of  the  myste- 
ries of  God. 

II.  It  is  usually  to  be  administered  in  the 
church,  in  the  presence  of  the  congregation ; 
and  it  is  convenient  that  it  be  performed  imme- 
diately after  sermon. 

III.  After  previous  notice  is  given  to  the 
minister,  the  child  to  be  baptized  is  to  be  pre- 
sented, by  one  or  both  the  parents,  signifying 
their  desire  that  the  child  may  be  baptized. 

IV.  Before  baptism,  let  the  minister  use 
some  words  of  instruction,  respecting  the  insti- 
tution, nature,  use,  and  ends  of  this  ordinance; 
showing, 

"  That  it  is  instituted  by  Christ ;  that  it  is  a 
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seal  of  tho  righteousness  of  faith ;  that  the 
seed  of  the  faithful  have  no  less  a  right  to  this 
ordinance,  under  the  gospel,  than  the  seed  of 
Abraham  to  circumcision  under  the  Old  Testa- 
ment ;  that  Christ  commanded  all  nations  to  be 
baptized;  that  he  blessed  little  children,  de- 
claring that  of  such  is  the  kingdom  of  heaven; 
that  children  are  federally  holy,  and  therefore 
ought  to  be  baptized ;  that  we  are,  by  nature, 
sinful,  guilty,  and  polluted,  and  have  need  of 
cleansing,  by  the  blood  of  Christ,  and  by  the 
sanctifying  influences  of  the  Spirit  of  God." 

The  minister  is  also  to  exhort  the  parents 
to  the  careful  performance  of  their  duty :  re- 
quiring, 

"  That  they  teach  the  child  to  read  the  word 
of  God ;  that  they  instruct  it  in  the  principles 
of  our  holy  religion,  as  contained  in  the  Scrip- 
tures of  the  Old  and  New  Testament ;  an  ex- 
cellent summary  of  which  we  have  in  the  Con- 
fession of  Faith  of  this  Church,  and  in  the 
Larger  and  Shorter  Catechisms  of  the  West- 
minster Assembly,  which  are  to  be  recom- 
mended to  them,  as  adopted  by  this  church,  for 
their  direction  and  assistance,  in  the  discharge 
of  this  important  duty ;  that  they  pray  with 
and  for  it;  that  they  set  an  example  of  piety 
and  godliness  before  it;  and  endeavour,  by  all 
the  means  of  God's  appointment  to  bring  up 
their  child  in  the  nurture  and  admonition  of 
the  Lord." 

V.  Then  the  minister  is  to  pray  for  a  bles- 
sing to  attend  this  ordinance;  after  which,  call- 
ing the  child  by  its  name,  he  shall  say, 

"  I  baptize  thee,  in  the  name  of  the  Father, 
and  of  the  Son,  and  of  the  Holy  Ghost." 

As  he  pronounces  these  words  he  is  to  bap- 
tize the  child  with  water,  by  pouring  or  sprink- 
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ling  it  on  the  fisoe  of  the  child,  without  adding 
any  other  ceremony:  and  the  whole  shall  be 
concluded  with  peayer. 

Although  it  is  proper  th:it  baptism  be  admin* 

istered  in  the  presence  of   the  congregation ; 

yet  there  may  he  eases  when  it  will  be  expedi- 
ent to  administer  this  ordinance  in  private 
houses ;  of  which  the  minister  is  to  be  the 
judge, 

CHAPTER  VIII. — or  the  administration 

OF  THE  LORD'S  SUFFER. 

I.  The  communion,  or  supper  of  the  Lord, 
is  to  be  celebrated  frequently;  but  how  often 

may  be  determined  by  the  minister  and  elder- 
ship <>£  each  congregation,  uq  they  may  judge 
m  si  f<>r  edification; 

II.  The  ignorant  .and  scandalous  are  not  to 
be  admitted  to  the  Lord's  supper. 

III.  It  is  proper  that  public  notice  should 
be  given  to  the  congregation,  at  least  the  Sab- 
hath  before  the  administration  of  this  ordi- 
nance, and  that,  either  then,  or  on  some  day 
of  the  week,  the  people  be  instructed  in  its  na- 
ture, and  a  due  preparation  for  it:  that  all 
m:»y  come  in  a  suitable  manner  to  this  holy 
feast 

IV.  When  the  sermon  is  ended,  the  minister 
shall  show, 

••That  this   is   an   ordinance  of   Christ:    by 
rending   the   words   of   institution,   either   from 
f  the  evangelists,  or  from  1  Cor.  xi.  chap- 
ter;  which,  as  to  him   may  appear  expedient, 
he  may  explain  and  apply  :   that  it  is  to  be  ob- 
served in  remembrance  of  Christ,  to  show  forth 
■ath  till  he  come;   that  it  is  of  inestimable 
fit,   to  strengthen    his   people  against  sin: 
to  support  them  under   troubles ;   to   encourage 
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and  quicken  them  in  duty;  to  inspire  them 
with  love  and  zeal ;  to  increase  their  faith,  and 
holy  resolution ;  and  to  beget  peace  of  con- 
science and  comfortable  hopes  of  eternal  life." 
He  is  to  warn  the  profane,  the  ignorant,  and 
scandalous,  and  those  that  secretly  indulge 
themselves  in  any  known  sin,  not  to  approach 
the  holy  table.  On  the  other  hand,  he  shall 
invite  to  this  holy  table,  such  as,  sensible  of 
their  lost  and  helpless  state  by  sin,  depend  upon 
the  atonement  of  Christ  for  pardon  and  accept- 
ance with  God ;  such  as,  being  instructed  in 
the  gospel  doctrine,  have  a  competent  know- 
ledge to  discern  the  Lord's  body ;  and  such  as 
desire  to  renounce  their  sins,  and  are  deter- 
mined to  lead  a  holy  and  godly  life. 

V.  The  table,  on  which  the  elements  are 
placed,  being  decently  covered,  the  bread  in 
convenient  dishes,  and  the  wine  in  cups,  and 
the  communicants  orderly  and  gravely  sitting 
around  the  table,  (or  in  their  seats  before  it,)  in 
the  presence  of  the  minister ;  let  him  set  the  ele- 
ments apart  by  prayer  and  thanksgiving. 

The  bread  and  wine  being  thus  set  apart  by 
prayer  and  thanksgiving,  the  minister  is  to  take 
the  bread,  and  break  it,  in  the  view  of  the 
people,  saying  in  expressions  of  this  sort, 

"Our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  on  the  same  night 
in  which  he  was  betrayed,  having  taken  bread, 
and  blessed  and  broken  it,  gave  it  to  his  disci- 
ples ;  as  I,  ministering  in  his  name,  give  this 
bread  unto  you ;  saying,  [here  the  bread  is  to 
be  distributed,]  Take,  eat:  this  is  my  body, 
which  is  broken  for  you :  this  do  in  remem- 
brance of  me." 

After  having  given  the  bread,  he  shall  take 
the  cup,  and  say, 

"After  the  same  manner  our  Saviour  also 
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took  the  cup:  and  having  given  than! 
hath  beeq  done  in  hi-  nam--,  be  sj.av.-  it  to  the 
di.-ciples  ;  saying,  [while  the  minister  is  rot 
1  tatiiiLC  these  words  let  him  giye  the  cup,]  Thi> 
tup  la  the  new  testament  in  my  blood,  which  is 
jdicd  fur  many,  for  the  remission  of  sins:  drink 
ye  ail  o&  it." 

The  minister  himself  is  to  communicate,  at 
sii(  h  time  as  may  appear  to  him  most  conveni- 
ent. 

The  minister  may,  in  a  few  wTords,  put  the 
communicants  in  mind, 

V  Of  the  grace  of  God,  in  Jesus  Christ,  held 
forth  in  this  sacrament :  and  of  their  obliga- 
tion to  be  the  Lord's  :  and  may  exhort  them 
to  walk  worthy  of  the  vocation  wherewith 
they  are  called :  and.  as  they  have  professedly 
received  Christ  Jesus  the  Lord,  that  they  be 
careful  so  to  walk  in  him,  and  to  maintain  good 
works." 

It  may  not  be  improper  for  the  minister  to 
give  a  word  of  exhortation  also  to  those  who 
have  been  only  spectators,  reminding  them, 

'•  Of  their  duty ;  stating  their  sin  and  dan- 
ger, by  living  in  disobedience  to  Christ,  in 
neglecting  this  holy  ordinance ;  and  calling 
upon  them  to  be  earnest  in  making  preparation 
for  attending  upon  it,  at  the  next  time  of  its 
celebration." 

Then  the  minister  is  to  pray  and  give  thanks 
to  God, 

44  For  his  rich  mercy,  and  invaluable  good- 
ness vouchsafed  to  them  in  that  sacred  com- 
munion ;  to  implore  pardon  for  the  defects  of 
the  whole  service;  and  to  pray  for  the  accept- 
ance of  their  persons  and  performances:  for 
the  gracious  assistance  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  to 
enable  them,  as  they  have  received  Christ  Jesus 
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the  Lord,  so  to  walk  in  him ;  that  they  mny 
hold  fast  that  which  they  have  received,  that 
no  man  take  their  crown  ;  that  their  conv 
tion  may  be  as  becometh  the  gospel ;  that  th<-y 
may  bear  about  with  them,  continually,  the 
dying  of  the  Lord  Jesus,  that  the  life  also  of 
Jesus  may  be  manifested  in  their  mortal  body ; 
that  their  light  may  so  shine  before  men,  that 
others  seeing  their  good  works,  may  glorify 
their  Father  who  is  in  heaven." 

The  collection  for  the  poor,  and  to  defray 
the  expense  of  the  elements,  may  be  made  after 
this ;  or  at  such  other  time  as  may  seem  meet 
to  the  eldership. 

Now  let  a  psalm  or  hymn  be  sung,  and  the 
congregation  dismissed  with  the  following  or 
some  other  gospel  benediction  : 

".  Now  the  God  of  peace,  that  brought  asfain 
from  the  dead  our  Lord  Jesus,  that  great  Shep- 
herd of  the  sheep,  through  the  blood  of  the 
everlasting  covenant,  make  you  perfect  in  every 
good  work  to  do  his  will,  working  in  you  that 
which  is  well-pleasing  in  his  sight,  through 
Jesus  Christ :  to  whom  be  glory  for  ever  and 
ever.     Amen.11 

VI.  As  it  has  been  customary,  in  some  parts 
of  our  church,  to  observe  a  fast  before  the 
Lord's  supper ;  to  have  a  sermon  on  Saturday 
and  Monday ;  and  to  invite  two  or  three  min- 
isters on  such  occasions  5  and  as  these  seasons 
have  been  blessed  to  many  souls,  and  may  tend 
to  keep  up  a  stricter  union  of  ministers  and 
congregations ;  we  think  it  not  improper  that 
they  who  choose  it  may  continue  in  this  prac- 
tice. 
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CHA.PTER   TX.—  Of  THE    ADMISSION  OF   l'KR- 
BOHS  TO  9XAI*nra  OBDIN  ANCEs. 

I.  Chiepken,  boon  within  the  pale  of  the 
visible  church,  and  dedicated  to  God  in  bap- 
tism, are  under  the  inspection  and  government 

of  the  church  :  and  are  to  be  taught  to  read, 
and  repeat  the  catechism,  the  apostles'  creed, 
and  the  Lord's  prayer.  They  are  to  be  taught 
to  pray,  to  abhor  sin,  to  fear  God,  and  to  obey 
the  Lord  Jesus  Christ.  And,  when  they  come 
to  years  of  discretion,  if  they  be  free  from 
scandal,  appear  sober  and  steady,  and  have  suf- 
ficient knowledge  to  discern  the  Lord's  body, 
they  ought  to  be  informed  it  is  their  duty  and 
their  privilege  to  come  to  the  Lord's  supper. 

II.  The  years  of  discretion,  in  young  Chris- 
tians, cannot  be  precisely  fixed.  This  must  be 
left  to  the  prudence  of  the  eldership.  The  offi- 
cers of  the  church  are  the  judges  of  the  qualifi- 
cations of  those  to  be  admitted  to  sealing  ordi- 
nances :  and  of  the  time  when  it  is  proper  to 
admit  young  Christians  to  them. 

III.  Those  who  are  to  be  admitted  to  sealing 
ordinances,  shall  be  examined  as  to  their  know- 
ledge and  piety. 

IV.  When  unbaptized  persons  apply  for  ad- 
mission into  the  church,  they  shall,  in  ordinary 
cases,  after  giving  satisfaction  with  respect  to 
their  knowledge  and  piety,  make  a  public  pro- 
fession of  their  faith,  in  the  presence  of  the  con- 
gregation :   and  thereupon  be  baptized. 

CHAPTER    X. — OF    THE    MODE    OF    INFLICT- 
ING   CHURCH    CENSURES. 

I.  The  power  which  Christ  has  given  the 
riders  of  his  church  is  for  edification  and  not 
for  destruction.     As,  in  the  preaching  of  the 
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word,  the  wicked  are,  doctrinally,  separated 
from  the  good;  so,  by  discipline,  the  church 
authoritatively  makes  a  distinction  between  the 
holy  and  the  profane.  In  this  she  acts  the 
part  of  a  tender  mother,  correcting  her  chil- 
dren only  for  their  good,  that  every  one  of  them 
may  be  presented  faultless,  in  the  day  of  the 
Lord  Jesus. 

II.  When  any  member  of  the  church  shall 
have  been  guilty  of  a  fault,  deserving  censure, 
the  judicatory  shall  proceed  with  all  tenderness, 
and  restore  their  offending  brother  in  the  spirit 
of  meekness ;  considering  themselves,  lest  they 
also  be  tempted.  Censure  ought  to  be  inflicted 
with  great  solemnity;  that  it  may  be  the  means 
of  impressing  the  mind  of  the  delinquent  with 
a  proper  sense  of  his  danger,  while  he  stands  ex- 
cluded from  the  privileges  of  the  church  of  the 
living  God ;  and  that,  with  the  divine  blessing, 
it  may  lead  him  to  repentance. 

III.  When  the  judicatory  has  resolved  to 
pass  sentence,  suspending  a  member  from  church 
privileges,  the  moderator  shall  address  him  to 
the  following  purpose  : 

"Whereas  you  are  guilty  [by  your  own  con- 
fession, or  convicted  by  sufficient  proof,  as  the 
case  may  be]  of  the  sin  of  [here  mention  the 
particular  offence],  we  declare  you  suspended 
from  the  sacraments  of  the  church,  till  you 
give  satisfactory  evidence  of  the  sincerity  of 
your  repentance."  To  this  shall  be  added  such 
advice,  admonition,  or  rebuke,  as  may  be  judged 
necessary;  and  the  whole  shall  be  concluded  by 
prayer  to  Almighty  God,  that  he  would  follow 
this  act  of  discipline  with  his  blessing.  We 
judge  it  prudent,  in  general,  that  such  censures 
be  inflicted  in  the  presence  of  the  judicatory 
only;  but,  if  any  church  think  it  expedient  to 
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rebuke  the  offender  publicly,  this  solemn   sus- 
pension  from   the   sacraments   may   be   in    the 

presence  of  the  congregation. 

IV.  After  any  person  hath  been  thus  sus- 
pended from  the  sacraments,  it  is  proper  that 
the  ministers  and  elders,  and  other  Christians, 
should  frequently  converse  with  him,  as  well 
as  pray  for  him  in  private,  that  it  would  please 
God  to  give  him  repentance.  And  it  may  be 
requisite,  likewise,  particularly  on  days  prepar- 
atory to  the  dispensing  of  the  Lord's  supper,  that 
the  prayers  of  the  church  be  offered  up  for 
those  unhappy  persons  who,  by  their  wicked- 
ness, have  shut  themselves  out  from  this  holy 
communion. 

V.  When  the  judicatory  shall  be  satisfied  as 
to  the  reality  of  the  repentance  of  any  offender, 
he  shall  be  admitted  to  profess  his  repentance ; 
and  be  restored  to  the  privileges  of  the  church. 
Which  restoration  shall  be  declared  to  the  pen- 
itent in  the  presence  of  the  session,  or  of  the 
congregation,  and  followed  with  prayer  and 
thanksgiving. 

VI.  When  any  offender  has  been  adjudged 
to  be  cut  off  from  the  communion  of  the  church, 
it  is  proper  that  the  sentence  be  publicly  pro- 
nounced against  him. 

VII.  The  design  of  excommunication  is.  to 
operate  upon  the  offender  as  a  means  of  reclaim- 
ing him:  to  deliver  the  church  from  the  scan- 
dal of  his  offence;  and  to  inspire  all  with  fear, 
by  the  example  of  his  punishment. 

The  minister  shall  give  the  church  or  congre- 
gation a  short  narrative  of  the  several  steps 
whieh  have  been  taken  with  respect  to  their 
offending  brother,  and  inform  them,  that  it  has 
been  found  necessary  to  cut  him  off  from  the 
communion :   and  shall  in  the  presence  of  the 
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church  or  congregation  pronounce  this  sen- 
tence, in  the  following  or  like  form:   viz. 

He  shall  begin  by  showing  the  authority  of 
the  church  to  cast  out  unworthv  members,  from 
Matt,  xviii.  15—18;  1  Cor.  v/l— 5;  and  shall 
briefly  explain  the  nature,  use,  and  consequen- 
ce of  this  censure;  warning  the  people  to 
avoid  all  unnecessary  intercourse  with  him 
who  is  cast  out. 

Then  he  shall  say, 

"Whereas  A.  B.  hath  been,  by  sufficient 
proof,  convicted  of  [here  insert  the  sin],  and 
after  much  admonition  and  prayer,  obstinately 
refuseth  to  hear  the  church,  and  hath  mani- 
fested no  evidence  of  repentance ;  therefore,  in 
the  name,  and  by  the  authority  of  the  Lord 
Jesus  Christ.  I  pronounce  him  to  be  excluded 
from  the  communion  of  the  church." 

After  which,  prayer  shall  be  made  that  the 
blessing  of  God  may  follow  his  ordinance,  for 
the  conviction  and  reformation  of  the  excom- 
municated person,  and  for  the  establishment  of 
all  true  believers. 

VIII.  When  one  who  hath  been  excommun- 
icated shall  be  so  affected  with  his  state  as  to  be 
brought  to  repentance,  and  to  desire  to  be  re-ad- 
mitted to  the  privileges  of  the  church  :  the  ses- 
sion, having  obtained  sufficient  evidence  of  his 
sincere  penitence,  shall,  with  the  advice  and  con- 
currence of  the  Presbytery,  restore  him.  In 
order  to  which,  the  minister  shall,  on  two 
Lord's  days  previous  thereto,  inform  the  con- 
gregation of  the  measures  which  have  been 
taken  with  the  excommunicated  person,  and  of 
the  resolution  of  the  session  to  receive  him 
again  to  the  communion  of  the  church. 

On  the  day  appointed  for  his  restoration, 
when    the   other   parts   of    divine   service   are 
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ended,  before  pronouncing  the  blessing,  the 
minister  shall  call  upon  the  excommunicated 
person,  and  propose  t*>  him,  in  the  presence  of 
the  congregation,  the  following  questions* 

"  Do  you.  from  a  deep  sense  of  your  great 
wickedness,  freely  confess  your  sin.  in  thu>  re- 
belling against  God,  and  in  refusing  t<>  hear  his 
ehureh,  and  do  you  acknowledge  that  you  have 
been  in  justice  and  mercy  cut  oil'  from  the 
communion  of  the  saints?  Answer.  I  do.  Do 
you  now  voluntarily  profess  your  sincere  re- 
pentance and  deep  contrition,  for  your  sin  and 
obstinacy  :  and  do  you  humbly  ask  the  forgive- 
ness of  God,  and  of  his  church  ?  Ansicer,  I  do. 
Do  you  sincerely  promise,  through  divine  grace, 
to  live  in  all  humbleness  of  mind  and  circum- 
spection :  and  to  endeavour  to  adorn  the  doe- 
trine  of  God  our  Saviour,  by  having  your  con- 
versation as  becometh  the  gospel  ?  Answer,  I 
do." 

Here  the  minister  shall  give  the  penitent  a 
suitable  exhortation,  addressing  him  in  the 
bowels  of  brotherly  love,  encouraging  and  com- 
forting him.  Then  he  shall  pronounce  the  sen- 
tence of  restoration  in  the  following  words: 

""Whereas  you,  A.  B.,  have  been  shut  out 
from  the  communion  of  the  faithful,  but  have 
now  manifested  such  repentance  as  satisries  the 
church  :  in  the  name  of  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ. 
and  by  his  authority,  I  declare  you  absolved 
from  the  sentence  of  excommunication  for- 
merly denounced  against  you:  and  I  do  receive 
you  into  the  communion  of  the  church,  that 
you  may  be  a  partaker  of  all  the  benefits  of 
the  Lord  Jesus,  to  your  eternal  salvation." 

The  whole  shall  be  concluded  with  prayer, 
and  the  people  dismissed  with  the  usual  bles- 
sing. 
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CHAPTER  XL — of  the  solemnization  of 

MARRIAGE. 

I.  Marriage  is  not  a  sacrament;  nor  pecu- 
liar to  the  church  of  Christ.  It  is  proper  that 
every  commonwealth,  for  the  good  of  society, 
make  laws  to  regulate  marriage ;  which  all 
citizens  are  bound  to  obey. 

II.  Christians  ought  to  marry  in  the  Lord  : 
therefore  it  is  fit  that  their  marriage  be  solem- 
nized by  a  lawful  minister;  that  special  in- 
struction may  be  given  them,  and  suitable 
prayers  made,  when  they  enter  into  this  rela- 
tion. 

III.  Marriage  is  to  be  between  one  man  and 
one  woman  only;  and  they  are  not  to  be  within 
the  degrees  of  consanguinity  or  affinity  prohib- 
ited by  the  word  of  God. 

IV.  The  parties  ought  to  be  of  such  years  of 
discretion  as  to  be  capable  of  making  their 
own  choice :  and  if  they  be  under  age,  or  live 
with  their  parents,  the  consent  of  the  parents  or 
others,  under  whose  care  they  are,  ought  to  be 
previously  obtained  and  well  certified  to  the 
minister,  before  he  proceeds  to  solemnize  the 
marriage. 

Y.  Parents  ought  neither  to  compel  their 
children  to  marry  contrary  to  their  inclina- 
tions, nor  deny  their  consent  without  just  and 
important  reasons. 

VI.  Marriage  is  of  a  public  nature.  The 
welfare  of  civil  society,  the  happiness  of  fami- 
lies, and  the  credit  of  religion,  are  deeply  in- 
terested in  it.  Therefore  the  purpose  of  mar- 
riage ought  to  be  sufficiently  published  a  proper 
time  previously  to  the  solemnization  of  it.  It 
is  enjoined  on  all  ministers  to  be  careful  that 
in  this  matter,  they  neither  transgress  the  laws 
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of  God,  nor  the  laws  of  the  communiry :  and 
that  they  may  not  de>troy  the  peace  and  com- 
fort of  families,  they  must  be  properly  certified 
with  respect  to  the  parties  applying  to  them, 
that  no  just  objections  lie  against  their  mar- 
riage. 

VII.  Marriage  must  always  be  performed 
before  a  competent  number  of  witnesses:  and 
at  any  time,  except  on  a  day  of  public  humilia- 
tion. And  we  advise  that  it  be  not  on  the 
Lord's  day.  And  the  minister  is  to  give  a  cer- 
tificate of  the  marriage  when  required. 

VIII.  "When  the  parties  present  themselves 
for  marriage,  the  minister  is  to  desire,  if  there 
is  any  person  present  who  knows  any  lawful 
reason  why  these  persons  may  not  be  joined  to- 
gether in  the  marriage  relation,  that  they  will 
now  make  it  known,  or  ever  after  hold  their 
peace, 

!N"o  objections  being  made,  he  is  then  sever- 
ally to  address  himself  to  the  parties  to  be  mar- 
ried in  the  following  or  like  words : 

"You,  the  man,  declare  in  the  presence  of 
God,  that  you  do  not  know  any  reason  by  pre- 
contract or  otherwise,  why  you  may  not  law- 
fully marry  this  woman." 

Upon  his  declaring  he  does  not,  the  minister 
shall  address  himself  to  the  bride,  in  the  same 
or  similar  terms : 

"You,  the  woman,  declare  in  the  presence 
of  God,  that  you  do  not  know  any  reason,  by 
precontract  or  otherwise,  why  you  may  not 
lawfully  marry  this  man." 

Upon  her  declaring  she  does  not,  he  is  to  be- 
gin with  praver,  for  the  presence  and  blessing 

The  minister  shall  then  proceed  to  give  them 
some  instruction   from  the  Scriptures,  respect- 
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ing  the  institution  and  duties  of  this  state, 
showing, 

''That  God  hath  instituted  marriage  for  the 
comfort  and  happiness  of  mankind,  in  declar- 
ing a  man  shall  forsake  his  father  and  mother, 
and  cleave  unto  his  wife;  and  that  marriage  is 
honourable  in  all ;  that  he  hath  appointed  va- 
rious duties,  which  are  incumbent  upon  those 
who  enter  into  this  relation  ;  such  as,  a  high 
esteem  and  mutual  love  for  one  another;  bear- 
ing with  each  other's  infirmities  and  weak- 
nesses, to  which  human  nature  is  subject,  in  its 
present  lapsed  state;  to  encourage  each  other 
under  the  various  ills  of  life ;  to  comfort  one 
another  in  sickness  ;  in  honesty  and  industry  to 
provide  for  each  other's  temporal  support ;  to 
pray  for  and  encourage  one  another  in  the 
things  which  pertain  to  God,  and  to  their  im- 
mortal souls ;  and  to  live  together  as  the  heirs 
of  the  grace  of  life." 

Then  the  minister  shall  cause  the  bridegroom 
and  bride  to  join  their  hands,  and  shall  pro- 
nounce the  marriage  covenant,  first  to  the  man, 
in  these  words  : 

"  You  take  this  woman,  whom  you  hold  by 
the  hand,  to  be  your  lawful  and  married  wife ; 
and  you  promise,  and  covenant,  in  the  presence 
of  God  and  these  witnesses,  that  you  will  be 
unto  her  a  loving  and  faithful  husband,  until 
you  shall  be  separated  by  death." 

The  bridegroom  shall  express  his  consent,  by 
saying,  "Yes,  I  do." 

Then  the  minister  shall  address  himself  to 
the  woman,  in  these  words: 

"  You  take  this  man,  whom  you  hold  by  the 
hand,  to  be  your  lawful  and  married  husband  ; 
and  you  promise,  and  covenant,  in  the  presence 
of  God  and  these  witnesses,  that  you  will  be 
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unto  him  a  loving,  faithful,  and  obedient  wife, 
until  you  shall  be  separated  by  death." 

The  bride  shall  express  her  consent,  by  say- 
ing, "  Yes,  I  do." 

Then  the  minister  is  to  say, 

"  I  pronounce  you  husband  and  wife,  accord- 
ing to  the  ordinance  of  G-od ;  whom  therefore 
God  hath  joined  together,  let  no  man  put  asun- 
der." 

After  this  the  minister  may  exhort  them  in 
a  few  words,  to  the  mutual  discharge  of  their 
duty. 

Then  let  him  conclude  with  prayer  suitable 
to  the  occasion. 

Let  the  minister  keep  a  proper  register  for 
the  names  of  all  persons  whom  he  marries,  and 
of  the  time  of  their  marriage,  for  the  perusal 
of  all  whom  it  may  concern. 

CHAPTER    XII. —OF     THE     VISITATION     OF 
THE    SICK. 

I.  When  persons  are  sick,  it  is  their  duty, 
before  their  strength  and  understanding  fail 
them,  to  send  for  their  minister,  and  to  make 
known  to  him,  with  prudence,  their  spiritual 
state;  or  to  consult  him  on  the  concerns  of  their 
precious  souls.  And  it  is  his  duty  to  visit  them, 
at  their  request,  and  to  apply  himself,  with  all 
tenderness  and  love,  to  administer  spiritual  good 
to  their  immortal  souls. 

II.  He  shall  instruct  the  sick  out  of  the 
Scriptures,  that  diseases  arise  not  out  of  the 
ground,  nor  do  they  come  by  chance ;  but  that 
they  are  directed  and  sent  by  a  wise  and  holy 
God,  either  for  correction  of  sin,  for  the  trial 
of  grace,  for  improvement  in  religion,  or  for 
other   important   ends :    and    that    they   shall 

53 
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work  together  for  good  to  all  those  who  makp  a 
wise  improvement  of  God's  visitation,  neither 
despising  his  chastening  hand,  nor  fainting 
under  his  rebukes. 

III.  If  the  minister  finds  the  sick  person  to 
be  grossly  ignorant,  he  shall  instruct  him  in 
the  nature  of  repentance  and  faith,  and  the 
way  of  acceptance  with  God,  through  the  medi- 
ation and  atonement  of  Jesus  Christ. 

IV.  He  shall  exhort  the  sick  to  examine 
himself,  to  search  his  heart,  and  try  his  former 
ways,  by  the  word  of  God ;  and  shall  assist 
him,  by  mentioning  some  of  the  obvious  marks 
and  evidences  of  sincere  piety. 

V.  If  the  sick  shall  signify  any  scruple, 
doubt,  or  temptation,  under  which  he  labours, 
the  minister  must  endeavour  to  resolve  his 
doubts,  and  administer  instruction  and  direc- 
tion, as  the  case  may  seem  to  require. 

VI.  If  the  sick  appear  to  be  a  stupid,  thought- 
less, and  hardened  sinner,  he  shall  endeavour 
to  awaken  his  mind,  to  arouse  his  conscience ; 
to  convince  him  of  the  evil  and  danger  of  sin ; 
of  the  curse  of  the  law,  and  the  wrath  of  God 
due  to  sinners ;  to  bring  him  to  an  humble  and 
penitential  sense  of  his  iniquities;  and  to  state 
before  him  the  fulness  of  the  grace  and  mercy 
of  God,  in  and  through  the  glorious  Redeemer ; 
the  absolute  necessity  of  faith  and  repentance, 
in  order  to  his  being  interested  in  the  favour  of 
God,  or  his  obtaining  everlasting  happiness. 

VII.  If  the  sick  person  shall  appear  to  have 
knowledge,  to  be  of  a  tender  conscience,  and  to 
have  been  endeavouring  to  serve  God  in  up- 
rightness, though  not  without  many  failings 
and  sinful  infirmities  ;  or  if  his  spirit  be  broken 
with  a  sense  of  sin,  or  through  apprehensions 
of  the  want  of  the  divine  favour ;  then  it  will 
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be  proper  to  administer  consolation  and  encour- 
agement to  him,  by  setting  before  him  the 
freemen  and  riches  of  the  grace  of  God,  the  all- 
sufficiency  of  the  righteousness  of  Christ,  and 
the  supporting  promises  of  the  gospel, 

V  1 1 1.  The  minister  must  endeavour  to  guard 
the  >iek  person  against  ill-grounded  persuasions 
of  the  mercy  of  God.  without  a  vital  union 
to  Christ ;  and  against  unreasonable  fears  of 
death,  and  desponding  discouragements;  against 
presumption  upon  his  own  goodness  and  merit, 
Upon  the  one  band,  and  against  despair  of  the 
mercy  and  grace  of  God  in  Jesus  Christ  on  the 
other. 

IX.  In  one  word,  it  is  the  minister's  duty  to 
administer  to  the  sick  person  instruction,  con- 
viction, support,  consolation,  or  encouragement, 
as  his  ease  may  seem  to  require. 

At  a  proper  time,  when  he  is  most  composed, 
the  minister  shall  pray  with  and  for  him. 

X.  Lastly,  the  minister  may  improve  the 
present  occasion  to  exhort  those  about  the  sick, 
to  consider  their  mortality :  to  turn  to  the 
Lord  and  make  their  peace  with  him ;  in 
health  to  prepare  for  sickness,  death,  and  judg- 
ment. 

CHAPTER    XIII.— OF    THE    BURIAL    OF  THE 
DEAD. 

I.  When  any  person  departs  this  life,  let 
the  corpse  be  taken  care  of  in  a  decent  manner; 
and  be  kept  a  proper  and  sufficient  time  before 
interment. 

II.  When  the  season  for  the  funeral  comes, 
let  the  dead  body  be  decently  attended  to  the 
grave,  and  interred.  During  such  solemn  oc- 
casions, let  all  who  attend  conduct  themselves 
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with  becoming  gravity ;  and  apply  themselves 
to  serious  meditation  or  discourse:  and  the 
minister,  if  present,  may  exhort  them  to  con- 
sid  3r  the  frailty  of  life,  and  the  importance  of 
being  prepared  for  death  and  eternity. 

CHAPTER  XIV. — of  fasting,  and  of  the 

OBSERVATION  OF  DAYS  OF  THANKSGIVING. 

I.  There  is  no  day  under  the  gospel  com- 
manded to  be  kept  holy,  except  the  Lord's  day, 
which  is  the  Christian  Sabbath. 

II.  Nevertheless,  to  observe  days  of  fasting 
and  thankgiving,  as  the  extraordinary  dispensa- 
tions of  divine  providence  may  direct,  we 
judge  both  scriptural  and  rational. 

III.  Fasts  and  thanksgivings  may  be  observed 
by  individual  Christians,  or  families,  in  pri- 
vate ;  by  particular  congregations ;  by  a  num- 
ber of  congregations  contiguous  to  each  other ; 
by  the  congregations  under  the  care  of  a  Pres- 
bytery, or  of  a  Synod ;  or  by  all  the  congrega- 
tions of  our  church. 

IV".  It  must  be  left  to  the  judgment  and  dis- 
cretion of  every  Christian  and  family,  to  de- 
termine when  it  is  proper  to  observe  a  private 
fast  or  thanksgiving;  and  to  the  church-ses- 
sions to  determine  for  particular  congregations; 
and  to  the  presbyteries  or  synods  to  determine 
for  larger  districts.  When  it  is  deemed  expe- 
dient that  a  fast  or  thanksgiving  should  be  gen- 
eral, the  call  for  them  must  be  judged  of  by 
the  synod  or  General  Assembly,  And  if  at 
any  time  the  civil  power  should  think  it  proper 
to  appoint  a  fast  or  thanksgiving,  it  is  the  duty 
of  the  ministers  and  people  of  our  communion, 
as  we  live  under  a  Christian  government,  to 
pay  all  due  respect  to  the  same. 

V.   Public  notice  is  to  be  given  a  convenient 
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time  before  the  day  of  fasting  or  thanksgiving 
comes,  that  persons  may  bo  order  their  temporal 

affairs,  that  they  may  properly  attend  to  the 
duties  thereof. 

VX  There  shall  be  public  worship  upon  all 
such  days :  and  let  the  prayers,  psalms,  por- 
tions of  Scripture  to  be  read,  and  sermons,  be 
all  in  a  special  manner  adapted  to  the  occasion. 

VII.  On  fast  days,  let  the  minister  point 
out  the  authority  and  providences  calling  to 
the  observation  thereof;  and  let  him  spend  a 
more  than  usual  portion  of  time  in  solemn 
prayer,  particular  confession  of  sin,  especially 
of  the  sins  of  the  day  and  place,  with  their 
aggravations,  which  have  brought  down  the 
judgments  of  heaven.  And  let  the  whole  day 
be  spent  in  deep  humiliation  and  mourning  be- 
fore God. 

VIII.  On  days  of  thanksgiving,  he  is  to 
give  the  like  information  respecting  the  author- 
ity and  providences  which  call  to  the  observ- 
ance of  them,  and  to  spend  a  more  than  usual 
part  of  the  time  in  the  giving  of  thanks,  agree- 
ably to  the  occasion,  and  in  singing  psalms  or 
hymns  of  praise. 

It  is  the  duty  of  the  people  on  these  days  to 
rejoice  with  holy  gladness  of  heart :  but  let 
trembling  be  so  joined  with  our  mirth  that  no 
excess  or  unbecoming  levity  be  indulged. 

CHAPTER    XV.  THE    DIRECTORY    FOR    SE- 
CRET  A>'D    FAMILY    WORSHIP. 

I.  Besides  the  public  worship  in  congrega- 
tions, it  is  the  indispensable  duty  of  each  per- 
son, alone,  in  secret,  and  of  every  family.  l>y 
itself,  in  private,  to  pray  to,  and  worship  God. 

II.  Secret  worship  is  most  plainly  enjoined 
by  our  Lord.     In  this  duty  every  one,  apart  by 
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himself,  is  to  spend  some  time  in  prayer,  read- 
ing the  Scriptures,  holy  meditation,  and  serious 
self-examination.  The  many  advantages  aris- 
ing from  a  conscientious  discharge  of  these 
duties,  are  best  known  to  those  who  are  found 
in  the  faithful  discharge  of  them. 

III.  Family  worship,  which  ought  to  be 
performed  by  every  family,  ordinarily  morn- 
ing and  evening,  consists  in  prayer,  reading 
the  Scriptures,  and  singing  praises. 

IV.  The  head  of  the  family,  who  is  to  lead 
in  this  service,  ought  to  be  careful  that  all  the 
members  of  his  household  duly  attend ;  and 
that  none  withdraw  themselves  unnecessarily 
from  any  part  of  family  worship,  and  that  all 
refrain  from  their  common  business  while  the 
Scriptures  are  read,  and  gravely  attend  to  the 
same,  no  less  than  when  prayer  or  praise  is  of- 
fered up. 

V.  Let  the  heads  of  families  be  careful  to 
instruct  their  children  and  servants  in  the  prin- 
ciples of  religion.  Every  proper  opportunity 
ought  to  be  embraced  for  such  instruction. 
But  we  are  of  opinion,  that  the  Sabbath  even- 
ings, after  public  worship,  should  be  sacredly 
preserved  for  this  purpose.  Therefore  we  highly 
disapprove  of  paying  unnecessary  private  visits 
on  the  Lord's  day ;  admitting  strangers  into 
the  families,  except  when  necessity  or  charity 
requires  it ;  or  any  other  practices,  whatever 
plausible  pretences  may  be  offered  in  their  fa- 
vour, if  they  interfere  with  the  above  impor- 
tant and  necessary  duty. 
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Q.   1.    What  is  the  chief  end  of  man  ? 

A.  Man's  chief  end  is  to  glorify  God,  and  to 
enjoy  him  for  ever. 

Q.  2.  What  rule  hath  God  given  to  direct  us  how 
we  may  glorify  and  enjoy  him  t 

A.  The  word  of  God,  which  is  contained  in 
the  Scriptures  of  the  Old  and  New  Testaments, 
is  the  only  rule  to  direct  us  how  we  may  glorify 
and  enjoy  him. 

Q.   3.    What  do  the  Scriptures  principally  teach  ? 

A.  The  Scriptures  principally  teach  what 
man  is  to  believe  concerning  God,  and  what 
dutv  God  requires  of  man. 

Q.  4.    What  is  God? 

A.  God  is  a  Spirit,  infinite,  eternal,  and  un- 
changeable in  his  being,  wisdom,  power,  holi- 
ness, justice,  goodness,  and  truth. 

Q.  5.   Are  there  more  Gods  than  one? 

A.  There  is  but  one  only,  the  living  and 
true  God. 

Q.  6.  How  many  persons  are  there  in  the  God- 
head? 

A.  There  are  three  persons  in  the  Godhead  ; 
the  Father,  the  Son,  and  the  Holy  Ghost ;  and 
these  three  are  one  God,  the  same  in  substajice, 
equal  in  power  and  glory. 

Q.   7.    What  are  the  decrees  of  God? 

A.  The  decrees  of  God  are  his  eternal  pur- 
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pose,  according  to  the  counsel  of  his  will, 
whereby,  for  his  own  glory,  he  hath  fore-or- 
dained whatsoever  comes  to  pass. 

Q.   8.   How  doth  God  execute  his  decrees  ? 

A.  God  executeth  his  decrees  in  the  works  of 
creation  and  providence. 

Q.  9.    What  is  the  work  of  creation? 

A.  The  work  of  creation  is  God's  making  all 
things  out  of  nothing,  by  the  word  of  his  power, 
in  the  space  of  six  days,  and  all  very  good. 

Q.   10.    How  did  God  create  man  ? 

A.  God  created  man,  male  and  female,  after 
his  own  image,  in  knowledge,  righteousnesss, 
and  holiness,  with  dominion  over  the  creatures. 

Q.    11.    What  are  God's  works  of  providence  ? 

A.  God's  works  of  providence  are  his  most 
holy,  wise,  and  powerful  preserving  and  gov- 
erning all  his  creatures  and  all  their  actions. 

Q.  12.  What  special  act  of  providence  did  God 
exercise  towards  man  in  the  estate  wherein  he  was 
created  ? 

A.  When  God  had  created  man,  he  entered 
into  a  covenant  of  life  with  him,  upon  condi- 
tion of  perfect  obedience;  forbidding  him  to 
eat  of  the  tree  of  knowledge  of  good  and  evil, 
upon  the  pain  of  death. 

Q.  13.  Did  our  first  parents  continue  in  the  es- 
tate wherein  they  were  created ? 

A.  Our  first  parents,  being  left  to  the  free- 
dom of  their  own  will,  fell  from  the  estate 
wherein  they  were  created,  by  sinning  against 
God. 

Q.    14.    What  is  sin? 

A.  Sin  is  any  want  of  conformity  unto,  or 
transgression  of,  the  law  of  God. 

Q.  15.  What  was  the  sin  whereby  our  first 
parents  fell  from  the  estate  wherein  they  were  cre- 
ated t 
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A.  The  Bin   whereby   our  fin  -    Ml 

fmm  the  estate  wherein  they  were  created,  was 
thfir  rating  the  forbidden  fruit. 

Q.  16.  Did  all  mankind  fall  in  Adam's  first 
tratugre$9k 

A.  The  covenant  being  made  with  Adam. 
not  only  for  himself,  but  for  his  posterity,  all 
mankind,  descending  from  him  by  ordinary 
generation,  sinned  in  him,  and  fell  with  him, 
in  his  first  transgression. 

Q.  17.  Into  what  estate  did  the  fall  hring  man- 
kind? 

A.  The  fall  brought  mankind  into  an  estate 
of  Bin  and  misery. 

Q.  18.  Wherein  consists  the  sinfulness  of  that 
estate  whereinto  man  fell? 

A.  The  sinfulness  of  that  estate  whereinto 
man  fell,  consists  in  the  guilt  of  Adam's  first 
sin,  the  want  of  original  righteousness,  and  the 
corruption  of  his  whole  nature,  which  is  com- 
monly called  original  sin,  together  with  all 
actual  transgressions  which  proceed  from  it. 

Q.  19.  What  is  the  misery  of  that  estate  where- 
into  man  fell? 

A.  All  mankind,  by  their  fall,  lost  com- 
munion with  God,  are  under  his  wrath  and 
curse,  and  so  made  liable  to  all  the  miseries  of 
this  life,  to  death  itself,  and  to  the  pains  of  hell 
for  ever. 

Q.  20.  Did  God  leave  all  mankind  to  perish  in 
the  estate  of  sin  and  misery  ? 

A.  God  having,  out  of  his  mere  good  pleas- 
ore,  from  all  eternity,  elected  some  to  everlast- 
ing life,  did  enter  into  a  covenant  of  grace,  to 
deliver  them  out  of  the  estate  of  sin  and  mis- 
ery, and  to  bring  them  into  an  estate  of  salva- 
tion, by  a  "Redeemer. 

Q.   21.    Who  is  the  Redeemer  of  God's  elect? 
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A.  The  only  Redeemer  of  God's  elect  is  the 
Lord  Jesus  Christ,  who,  being  the  eternal  Son 
of  God,  became  man,  and  so  was,  and  continu- 
eth  to  be  God  and  man,  in  two  distinct  natures, 
and  one  person  for  ever. 

Q.  22.  How  did  Christ,  being  the  Son  of  God, 
become  man  ? 

A.  Christ,  the  Son  of  God,  became  man,  by- 
taking  to  himself  a  true  body  and  a  reasonable 
soul ;  being  conceived  by  the  power  of  the 
Holy  Ghost,  in  the  womb  of  the  virgin  Mary, 
and  born  of  her,  yet  without  sin. 

Q.  23.  What  offices  doth  Christ  execute  as  our 
Redeemer? 

A.  Christ,  as  our  Redeemer,  executeth  the 
offices  of  a  prophet,  of  a  priest,  and  of  a  king, 
both  in  his  estate  of  humiliation  and  exaltation. 

Q.  24.  How  doth  Christ  execute  the  office  of  a 
prophet  ? 

A.  Christ  executeth  the  office  of  a  prophet, 
in  revealing  to  us,  by  his  word  and  Spirit,  the 
will  of  God  for  our  salvation. 

Q.  25.  How  doth  Christ  execute  the  office  of  a 
priest  ? 

A.  Christ  executeth  the  office  of  a  priest,  in 
his  once  offering  up  himself  a  sacrifice  to  satisfy 
divine  justice,  and  reconcile  us  to  God,  and  in 
making  continual  intercession  for  us. 

Q.  26.  How  doth  Christ  execute  the  office  of  a 
king  ? 

A.  Christ  executeth  the  office  of  a  king,  in 
subduing  us  to  himself,  in  ruling  and  defending 
us,  and  in  restraining  and  conquering  all  his 
and  our  enemies. 

Q.  27.  Wherein  did  Christ1  s  humiliation  con- 
sist ? 

A.  Christ's  humiliation  consisted  in  his  being 
born,  and  that  in  a  low  condition,  made  under

the  law,  undergoing  the  miseries  of  this  life, 
the  wrath  of  God,  and  the  cursed  death  of  the 
cross ;  in  being  buried,  and  continuing  under 
the  power  of  death  for  a  time. 

Q.   28.    Wherein  consisteth  Christ's  exaltation? 

A.  Christ's  exaltation  consisteth  in  his  rising 
again  from  the  dead  on  the  third  day,  in  as- 
cending up  into  heaven,  in  sitting  at  the  right 
hand  of  God  the  Father,  and  in  coming  to 
judge  the  world  at  the  last  day. 

Q.  29.  How  are  we  made  partakers  of  the  re- 
demption purchased  by  Christ? 

A.  We  are  made  partakers  of  the  redemp- 
tion purchased  by  Christ,  by  the  effectual  ap- 
plication of  it  to  us  by  his  Holy  Spirit. 

Q.  30.  How  doth  the  Spirit  apply  to  us  the  re- 
demption purchased  by  Christ  ? 

A.  The  Spirit  applieth  to  us  the  redemption 
purchased  by  Christ,  by  working  faith  in  us, 
and  thereby  uniting  us  to  Christ  in  our  effec- 
tual calling. 

Q.   31.    What  is  effectual  calling  ? 

A.  Effectual  calling  is  the  work  of  God's 
Spirit,  whereby,  convincing  us  of  our  sin  and 
misery,  enlightening  our  minds  in  the  know- 
ledge of  Christ,  and  renewing  our  wills,  he  doth 
persuade  and  enable  us  to  embrace  Jesus  Christ, 
freely  offered  to  us  in  the  gospel. 

Q.  32.  What  benefits  do  they  that  are  effectually 
called,  partake  of  in  this  life  ? 

A.  They  that  are  effectually  called,  do  in  this 
life  partake  of  justification,  adoption,  and  sanc- 
tifieatiom  and  the  several  benefits  which  in  this 
life  do  either  accompany  or  flow  from  them. 

Q.   33.    What  is  justification  ? 

A.  Justification  is  an  act  of  God's  free  grace, 
wherein  he  pardoneth  all  our  sins,  and  accepteth 
us  as  righteous  in  his  sight,  only  for  the  right- 
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eousness  of  Christ,  imputed  to  us,  and  received 
by  faith  alone. 

Q.   34.    What  is  adoption? 

A.  Adoption  is  an  act  of  God's  free  grace, 
whereby  we  are  received  into  the  number,  and 
have  a  right  to  all  the  privileges  of  the  sons  of 
God. 

Q.   35.    What  is  sanctification  ? 

A.  Sanctification  is  the  work  of  God's  free 
grace,  whereby  we  are  renewed  in  the  whole 
man,  after  the  image  of  God,  and  are  enabled 
more  and  more  to  die  unto  sin,  and  live  unto 
righteousness. 

Q.  36.  What  are  the  benefits  which  in  this  life 
do  accompany  or  flow  from  justification,  adoption^ 
and  sanctification  ? 

A.  The  benefits  which  in  this  life  do  accom- 
pany or  flow  from  justification,  adoption,  and 
sanctification,  are,  assurance  of  God's  love,  peace 
of  conscience,  joy  in  the  Holy  Ghost,  increase 
of  grace,  and  perseverance  therein  to  the  end. 

Q.  37.  What  benefits  do  believers  receive  from 
Christ  at  death  ? 

A.  The  souls  of  believers  are  at  their  death 
made  perfect  in  holiness,  and  do  immediately 
pass  into  glory ;  and  their  bodies,  being  still 
united  to  Christ,  do  rest  in  their  graves  till  the 
resurrection. 

Q.  38.  What  benefits  do  believers  receive  from 
Christ  at  the  resurrection? 

A.  At  the  resurrection,  believers  being  raised 
up  in  glory,  shall  be  openly  acknowledged  and 
acquitted  in  the  day  of  judgment,  a#id  made 
perfectly  blessed  in  the  full  enjoying  of  God  to 
all  eternity. 

Q.   39.    What  is  the  duty  which  God  requireth  of

A.  Th"  duty  which  God  requireth  of  man  is 
obedience  to  his  revealed  will. 

Q,  40.  What  did  God  at  first  reveal  to  man  for 
the  rule  of  his  obedience  ? 

A.  The  rule  which  God  at  first  revealed  to 
man  for  his  obedience  was  the  moral  law. 

<l.  41.  Wherein  is  the  moral  law  summarily 
comprehended  ? 

A.  The  moral  law  is  summarily  compre- 
hended in  the  ten  commandment-. 

Q.  42.  What  is  the  sum  of  the  ten  command- 
ments ? 

A.  The  sum  of  the  ten  commandments  i.-.  to 
love  the  Lord  our  God,  with  all  our  heart,  with 
all  our  soul,  with  all  our  strength,  and  with  all 
our  mind  ;  and  our  neighbour  as  ourselves. 

Q.  43.  What  is  the  preface  to  the  ten  command- 
ments ? 

A.  The  preface  to  the  ten  commandments  is 
in  these  words,  '*I  am  the  Lord  thy  God,  which 
have  brought  thee  out  of  the  land  of  Egypt, 
out  of  the  house  of  bondage." 

Q.  44.  What  doth  the  preface  to  the  ten  com- 
mandments teach  us? 

A.  The  preface  to  the  ten  commandments 
teacheth  us,  that  because  God  is  the  Lord,  and 
our  God  and  Redeemer,  therefore  we  are  bound 
to  keep  all  his  commandments. 

Q.   4-5.    Which  is  the  first  commandment? 

A.  The  first  commandment  is,  "Thou  shalt 
have  no  other  gods  before  me." 

Q.  46.  What  is  required  in  the  first  command- 
ment ? 

A.  The  first  commandment  requireth  us  to 
know  and  acknowledge  God  to  be  the  only  true 
God,  and  our  God,  and  to  worship  and  glorify 
him  accordingly. 
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Q.  47.  What  is  forbidden  in  the  first  command- 
ment? 

A.  The  first  commandment  forbiddeth  the 
denying,  or  not  worshipping  and  glorifying  the 
true  God  as  God,  and  our  God,  and  the  giving 
of  that  worship  and  glory  to  any  other  which 
is  due  to  him  alone. 

Q.  48.  What  are  we  especially  taught  by  these 
words,  "before  me?  in  the  first  commandment? 

A.  These  words,  "before  me,"  in  the  first 
commandment,  teach  us,  that  God,  who  seeth 
all  things,  taketh  notice  of,  and  is  much  dis- 
pleased with  the  sin  of  having  any  other  God. 

Q.  49.    Which  is  the  second  commandment  ? 

A.  The  second  commandment  is,  "Thou 
shalt  not  make  unto  thee  any  graven  image,  or 
any  likeness  of  any  thing  that  is  in  heaven 
above,  or  that  is  in  the  earth  beneath,  or  that  is 
in  the  water  under  the  earth.  Thou  shalt  not 
bow  down  thyself  to  them,  nor  serve  them ;  for 
I  the  Lord  thy  God  am  a  jealous  God,  visiting 
the  iniquity  of  the  fathers  upon  the  children, 
unto  the  third  and  fourth  generation  of  them 
that  hate  me :  and  showing  mercy  unto  thou- 
sands of  them  that  love  me  and  keep  my  com- 
mandments. 

Q.  50.  What  is  required  in  the  second  command- 
ment ? 

A.  The  second  commandment  requireth  the 
receiving,  observing,  and  keeping  pure  and  en- 
tire, all  such  religious  worship  and  ordinances 
as  God  hath  appointed  in  his  word. 

Q.  51.  What  is  forbidden  in  the  second  com- 
mandment ? 

A.  The  second  commandment  forbiddeth  the 
worshipping  of  God  by  images,  or  any  other 
way  not  appointed  in  his  word. 
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Q.  52.  What  are  the  reasons  annexed  to  the 
second  commandment  ? 

A.  The  reasons  annexed  to  the  second  com- 
mand nit-nt  are,  G<>iY>  sovereignty  over  us,  his 
propriety  in  as,  and  the  zeal  he  hath  to  his  own 
worship. 

Q.   53.    Which  is  the  third  commandment  ? 

A.  The  third  commandment  is,  uTh©U  shalt 
not  take  the  name  <>f  the  Lord  thy  God  in  vain  : 
for  the  Lord  will  not  hold  him  guiltless  that 
taketh  his  name  in  vain." 

(2-  54.  What  is  required  in  the  third  command- 
ment ? 

A.  The  third  commandment  requireth  the 
holy  and  reverent  use  of  God's  names,  titles, 
attributes,  ordinances,  word,  and  works. 

C^.  oo.  What  is  forbidden  in  the  third  command- 
ment? 

A.  The  third  commandment  forbiddeth  all 
profaning  or  abusing  of  any  thing  whereby  God 
maketh  himself  known. 

Q.  56.  What  is  the  reason  annexed  to  the  third 
commandment! 

A.  The  reason  annexed  to  the  third  com- 
mandment is,  that  however  the  breakers  of  this 
commandment  may  escape  punishment  from 
men,  yet  the  Lord  our  God  will  not  suffer  them 
to  escape  his  righteous  judgment. 

Q.   57.    What  is  the  fourth  commandment? 

A.  The  fourth  commandment  is,  " Remem- 
ber the  Sabbath  day  to  keep  it  holy.  Six  days 
shalt  thou  labour  and  do  all  thy  work :  but  the 
seventh  day  is  the  Sabbath  of  the  Lord  thy 
God:  in  it  thou  shalt  not  do  any  w<>rk.  thou, 
nor  thy  son,  nor  thy  daughter,  thy  man-ser- 
vant, nor  thy  maid-servant,  nor  thy  cattle,  nor 
thy  stranger  that  is  within  thy  gates:  for  in 
six  days  the  Lord  made  heaven  and  earth,  the 
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sea,  and  all  that  in  them  is,  and  rested  the  sev- 
enth day :  wherefore  the  Lord  blessed  the  Sab- 
bath day,  and  hallowed  it." 

Q.  58.  What  is  required  in  the  fourth  command, 
ment  ? 

A.  The  fourth  commandment  requireth  the 
keeping  holy  to  God  such  set  times  as  he  hath 
appointed  in  his  word,  expressly  one  whole  day 
in  seven,  to  be  a  holy  Sabbath  to  himself. 

Q.  59.  Which  day  of  the  seven  hath  God  ap- 
pointed to  be  the  weekly  Sabbath  ? 

A.  From  the  beginning  of  the  world  to  the 
resurrection  of  Christ,  God  appointed  the  sev- 
enth day  of  the  week  to  be  the  weekly  Sabbath, 
and  the  first  day  of  the  week  ever  since,  to 
continue  to  the  end  of  the  world,  which  is  the 
Christian  Sabbath. 

Q.   GO.   How  is  the  Sabbath  to  be  sanctified? 

A.  The  Sabbath  is  to  be  sanctified  by  a  holy 
resting  all  that  day,  even  from  such  worldly 
employments  and  recreations  as  are  lawful  on 
other  days,  and  spending  the  whole  time  in  the 
public  and  private  exercises  of  God's  worship, 
except  so  much  as  is  to  be  taken  up  in  the  works 
of  necessity  and  mercy. 

Q.  61.  What  is  forbidden  in  the  fourth  com- 
mandment? 

A.  The  fourth  commandment  forbiddeth  the 
omission  or  careless  performance  of  the  duties 
required,  and  the  profaning  the  day  by  idle- 
ness, or  doing  that  which  is  in  itself  sinful,  or 
by  unnecessary  thoughts,  words,  or  works,  about 
our  worldly  employments  or  recreations. 

Q.  62.  What  are  the  reasons  annexed  to  the 
fourth  commandment? 

A.  The  reasons  annexed  to  the  fourth  com- 
mandment are,  God's  allowing  us  six  days  of 
the  week  for  our  own  employments,  his  chal- 
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lunging  i  special  propriety  in  the  seventh,  his 
own  example,  and  his  blessing  the  Sabbath  day. 

Q.   &o.    Which  is  the  jifih  commandment? 

A.  The  tifth  commandment  is,  "Honour  thy 

father  and  thy  mother,  that  thy  days  may  be 
long  apon  the  land  which  the  Lord  thy  God 
giveth  thee. 

Cv>.  64  What  is  required  in  the  fifth  command- 
ment  t 

A.  The  fifth  commandment  requireth  the 
preserving  the  honour,  and  performing  the 
duties  belonging  to  every  one  in  their  several 
places  and  relations,  as  superiors,  inferiors,  or 
equals. 

Q.  Go.  What  is  forbidden  in  the  fifth  command- 
ment f 

A.  The  fifth  commandment  forbiddeth  the 
neglecting  uf,  or  doing  any  thing  against,  the 
honour  and  duty  which  belongeth  to  every  one 
in  their  several  places  and  relations. 

Q.  66.  What  is  the  reason  annexed  to  the  fifth 
commandment? 

A.  The  reason  annexed  to  the  fifth  com- 
mandment is  a  promise  of  long  life  and  pros- 
perity, (as  far  as  it  shall  serve  for  God"s  glory 
and  their  own  good.  |  to  all  sueh  as  keep  this 
commandment. 

Q.   67.    Which  is  the  sixth  commandment  ? 

A.  The  sixth  commandment  is.  ••Thou  shalt 
n«n  kill." 

Q.   68.    What  is  required  in  the  sixth   command- 

A.  The  sixth  commandment  requireth  all 
lawful  endeavours  to  preserve  our  own  life,  and 
the  life  of  others. 

Q.  69.  What  is  forbidden  in  the  sixth  command. 
ment  t 

A.  The  sixth  commandment  forbiddeth  the 
54 
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taking  away  of  our  own  life,  or  tho  life  of  our 
neighbour  unjustly,  or  whatsoever  tendeth  there- 
unto. 

Q.   70.    Which  is  the  seventh  commandment  9 

A.  The  seventh  commandment  is,  "Thou 
shalt  not  commit  adultery." 

Q.  71.  What  is  required  in  the  seventh  com- 
mandment 9 

A.  The  seventh  commandment  requireth  the 
preservation  of  our  own  and  our  neighbour's 
chastity,  in  heart,  speech,  and  behaviour. 

Q.  72.  What  is  forbidden  in  the  seventh  com- 
mandment f 

A.  The  seventh  commandment  forbiddeth 
all  unchaste  thoughts,  words,  and  actions. 

Q.   73.    Which  is  the  eighth  commandment  ? 

A.  The  eighth  commandment  is,  **  Thou 
shalt  not  steal." 

Q.  74.  What  is  required  in  the  eighth  command- 
ment ? 

A.  The  eighth  commandment  requireth  the 
lawful  procuring  and  furthering  the  wealth 
and  outward  estate  of  ourselves  and  others. 

Q.  75.  What  is  forbidden  in  the  eighth  com- 
mandment ? 

A.  The  eighth  commandment  forbiddeth 
whatsoever  doth  or  may  unjustly  hinder  our 
own  or  our  neighbour's  wealth  or  outward  es- 
tate. 

Q.   76.    Which  is  the  ninth  commandment? 

A.  The  ninth  commandment  is,  "Thou  shalt 
not  bear  false  witness  against  thy  neighbour." 

Q.  77.  What  is  required  in  the  ninth  command- 
ment ? 

A.  The  ninth  commandment  requireth  the 
maintaining  and  promoting  of  truth  between 
man  and  man,  and  of  our  own  and  our  neigh- 
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tour's   good   name,  especially  in   witness-brar- 

Q.  78.  What  is  forbidden  in  the  ninth  eommand- 
ment f 

A.  The  ninth  commandment  forbiddeth  what- 
Boever  is  prejudicial  to  truth,  or  injurious  to  our 
own,  or  our  neighbour's  good  name. 

Q.  79.    Which  is  the  tenth  eommandment  ? 

A.  The  tenth  eommandment  is.  "Thou  shalt 
not  covet  thy  neighbour's  house,  thou  Bhalt  nut 
covet  thy  neighbour's  wife,  nor  his  man-servant, 
nor  his  maid-servant,  nor  his  ox,  nor  his  ass, 
nor  any  thing  that  is  thy  neighbour's.'' 

Q.  80.  What  is  required  in  the  tenth  command- 
ment ? 

A.  The  tenth  commandment  requireth  full 
contentment  with  our  own  condition,  with  a 
right  and  charitable  frame  of  spirit  toward  our 
neighbour,  and  all  that  is  his. 

Q.  81.  What  is  forbidden  in  the  tenth  command- 
ment? 

A.  The  tenth  commandment  forbiddeth  all 
discontentment  with  our  own  estate,  envying 
or  grieving  at  the  good  of  our  neighbour,  and 
all  inordinate  motions  and  affections  to  any 
thing  that  is  his. 

Q.  82.  Is  any  man  able  perfectly  to  keep  the. 
commandments  of  God? 

A.  Xo  mere  man,  since  the  fall,  is  able  in 
this  life,  perfectly  to  keep  the  commandments 
of  God,  but  doth  daily  break  them  in  thought, 
word,  and  deed. 

Q.  83.  Are  all  transgressions  of  the  law  equally 
heinous? 

A.  Some  sins  in  themselves,  and  by  reason  of 
several  aggravations,  are  more  heinous  in  the 
sight  of  God  than  others. 

Q.  84.    What  doth  every  sin  deserve?

A.  Every  sin  deserveth  God's  wrath  and 
curse,  both  in  this  life,  and  that  which  is  to 
come. 

Q.  85.  What  doth  God  require  of  us,  that  we 
may  escape  his  wrath  and  curse  due  to  us  for  sin  ? 

A.  To  escape  the  wrath  and  curse  of  God  due 
to  us  for  sin,  God  requireth  of  us  faith  in  Jesus 
Christ,  repentance  unto  life,  with  the  diligent 
use  of  all  the  outward  means  whereby  Christ 
communicateth  to  us  the  benefits  of  redemption. 

Q.   86.    What  is  faith  in  Jesus  Christ? 

A.  Faith  in  Jesus  Christ  is  a  saving  grace, 
whereby  we  receive  and  rest  upon  him  alone 
for  salvation,  as  he  is  offered  to  us  in  the  gospel. 

Q.  87.    What  is  repentance  unto  life  ? 

A.  Repentance  unto  life  is  a  saving  grace, 
whereby  a  sinner,  out  of  a  true  sense  of  his  sin, 
and  apprehension  of  the  mercy  of  God  in 
Christ,  doth,  with  grief  and  hatred  of  his  sin, 
turn  from  it  unto  God,  with  full  purpose  of,  and 
endeavour  after,  new  obedience. 

Q.  88.  What  are  the  outward  and  ordinary 
means,  whereby  Christ  communicateth  to  us  the  ben- 
efits of  redemption  ? 

A.  The  outward  and  ordinary  means,  where- 
by Christ  communicateth  to  us  the  benefits  of 
redemption  are  his  ordinances,  especially  the 
word,  sacraments,  and  prayer ;  all  which  are 
made  effectual  to  the  elect  for  salvation. 

Q.  89.  How  is  the  word  made  effectual  to  salva- 
tion ? 

A.  The  Spirit  of  God  maketh  the  reading, 
but  especially  the  preaching  of  the  word,  an 
effectual  means  of  convincing  and  converting 
sinners,  and  of  building  them  up  in  holiness 
and  comfort,  through  faith  unto  salvation. 

Q.  90.  How  is  the  word  to  be  read  and  heard, 
that  it  may  become  effectual  to  salvation? 
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A.  That  the  word  may  become  effectual  to 

salvation.  we  must  attend  thereunto  with  dili- 
gence, preparation,  and  prayer;  receive  it  with 

faith  and  love,  lay  it  up  in  our  heart.-,  and  prac- 
tise it  in  our  liv 

C^.  91.  How  do  the  sacraments  become  effectual 
means  of  salvation? 

A.  The  sacraments  become  effectual  means 
of  salvation,  not  from  any  virtue  in  them,  or 
in  him  that  doth  administer  them:  but  only  by 
the  blessing  of  Christ,  and  the  working  of  his 
Spirit,  in  them  that  by  faith  receive  them. 

Q.   92.     What  u  a  sacrament  f 

A.  A  sacrament  is  a  holy  ordinance,  insti- 
tuted by  Christ,  wherein,  by  sensible  signs, 
Christ  and  the  benefits  of  the  new  covenant  are 
represented,  sealed,  and  applied  to  believer-. 

Q.  03.  Which  are  the  sacraments  of  the  New 
Testament  ? 

A.  The  sacraments  of  the  Testament  are 
baptism,  and  the  Lord's  supper. 

Q.   i»4.    What  is  baptism? 

A.  Baptism  is  a  sacrament,  wherein  the  wash- 
ing with  water,  in  the  name  of  the  Father,  and 
of  the  Son,  and  of  the  Holy  Ghost,  doth  signify 
and  seal  our  ingrafting  into  Christ,  and  partak- 
ing  of  the  benefits  ^^  the  covenant  of  grace, 
and  our  engagement  to  be  the  Lord's. 

Q.   95.    To  whom  is  baptism  to  be  administered ? 

A.  Baptism  is  not  to  be  administered  to  any 
that  are  out  of  the  visible  church,  till  they  pro- 
fess their  faith  in  Christ,  and  obedience  to  him; 
but  the  infants  of  such  as  are  members  of  the 
visible  church-,  are  to  be  baptized. 

Q.    96.    What  is  the  Lord's  supper  ? 

A.  The  Lord's  supper  i>  a  Bacrament,  wherein, 
by  giving  and  receiving  bread  and  wine,  ac- 
cording to  Christ's  appointment,  his  death  is 
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showed  forth,  and  the  worthy  receivers  are,  not 
after  a  corporal  and  carnal  manner,  but  by- 
faith,  made  partakers  of  his  body  and  blood, 
with  all  his  benefits,  to  their  spiritual  nourish- 
ment, and  growth  in  grace. 

Q.  97.  What  is  required  to  the  worthy  receiving 
of  the  Lord's  supper  ? 

A.  It  is  required  of  them  that  would  worth- 
ily partake  of  the  Lord's  supper,  that  they  ex- 
amine themselves  of  their  knowledge  to  discern 
the  Lord's  body,  of  their  faith  to  feed  upon 
him,  of  their  repentance,  love,  and  new  obedi- 
ence ;  lest,  coming  unworthily,  they  eat  and 
drink  judgment  to  themselves. 

Q.  98.    What  is  prayer? 

A.  Prayer  is  an  offering  up  of  our  desires 
unto  God,  for  things  agreeable  to  his  will,  in 
the  name  of  Christ,  with  confession  of  our  sins, 
and  thankful  acknowledgment  of  his  mercies. 

Q.  99.  What  rule  hath  God  given  for  our  direc- 
tion in  prayer? 

A.  The  whole  word  of  God  is  of  use  to 
direct  us  in  prayer ;  but  the  special  rule  of  di- 
rection is  that  form  of  prayer,  which  Christ 
taught  his  disciples,  commonly  called,  "The 
Lord's  prayer." 

Q.  100.  What  doth  the  preface  of  the  Lord's 
prayer  teach  us? 

A.  The  preface  of  the  Lord's  prayer,  which 
is,  "Our  Father  which  art  in  heaven,"  teacheth 
us  to  draw  near  to  God,  with  all  holy  reverence 
and  confidence,  as  children  to  a  father,  able 
and  ready  to  help  us ;  and  that  we  should  pray 
with  and  for  others. 

Q.  101.  What  do  we  pray  for  in  the  first  petu 
Hon  ? 

A.  In  the  first  petition,  which  is,  "Hallowed 
be  thy  name,"  we  pray,  that  God  would  enable 
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us  and  others  to  glorify  him  in  all  that  whereby 
he  maketh  himself  known.  an<l  that  he  would 
dispose  all  things  to  his  own  glory. 

Q.  lDli.  What  do  ice  pray  for  in  the  second  peti- 
tion f 

A.  In  the  second  petition,  which  is,  "  Thy 
kingdom  come,"  we  pray,  that  Satan's  king- 
dom may  be  destroyed,  and  that  the  kingdom 
of  grace  may  be  advanced,  ourselves  and  others 
brought  into  it,  and  kept  in  it,  and  that  the 
kingdom  of  glory  may  be  hastened. 

Q.  103.  What  do  we  pray  for  in  the  third  peti- 
tion t 

A.  In  the  third  petition,  which  is,  ''Thy  will 
be  done  in  earth  as  it  is  in  heaven."  we  pray, 
that  God  by  his  grace  would  make  us  able  and 
willing  to  know,  obey,  and  submit  to  his  will 
in  all  things,  as  the  angels  do  in  heaven. 

Q.  104.  What  do  ice  pray  for  in  the  fourth  peti- 
tion ? 

A.  In  the  fourth  petition,  which  is,  "Give 
us  this  day  our  daily  bread,"  we  pray,  that  of 
God's  free  gift  we  may  receive  a  competent  por- 
tion of  the  good  things  of  this  life,  and  enjoy 
his  blessing  with  them. 

Q.  105.  What  do  ice  pray  for  in  the  fifth  peti- 
tion ? 

A.  In  the  fifth  petition,  which  is,  "And  for- 
give us  our  debts,  as  we  forgive  our  debtors,'' 
we  pray,  that  God,  for  Christ's  sake,  would 
freely  pardon  all  our  sins :  which  we  are  the 
rather  encouraged  to  ask,  because  by  his  grace 
we  are  enabled  from  the  heart  to  forgive  others. 

Q.  106.  What  do  xce  pray  for  in  the  sixth  peti- 
tion ? 

A.  In  the  sixth  petition,  which  is,  "And 
lead  us  not  into  temptation,  but  deliver  us  from 
evil,"  we  pray,  that  God  would  either  keep  us 
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from  being  tempted  to  sin,  or  support  and  de- 
liver us  when  we  are  tempted. 

Q.  107.  What  doth  the  conclusion  of  the  Lord's 
prayer  teach  us. 

A.  The  conclusion  of  the  Lord's  prayer,  which 
is,  "For  thine  is  the  kingdom,  and  the  power, 
and  the  glory,  for  ever,  Amen,"  teacheth  us  to 
take  our  encouragement  in  prayer  from  God 
only,  and  in  our  prayers  to  praise  him,  ascrib- 
ing kingdom,  power,  and  glory  to  him.  And 
in  testimony  of  our  desire  and  assurance  to  be 
heard,  we  say,  Amen.

Thou  shalt  not  make  unto  thee  any  gra- 
ven image,  or  any  likeness  of  any  thing  that  is 
in  heaven  above,  or  that  is  in  the  earth  be- 
neath, or  that  is  in  the  water  under  the  earth : 
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thou  shalt  not  bow  down  thyself  to  them  nor 
them :  for  I  the  Lord  thy  God  am  a 
jealous  God,  visiting  the  iniquity  of  the  fathers 
upon  the  children  unto  the  third  and  fourth 
generation  of  thorn  that  hate  me;  and  showing 
mercy  onto  thousands  of  them  that  love  me 
and  keep  my  commandments. 

III.  Thou  shalt  not  take  the  name  of  the 
Lord  thy  God  in  vain,  for  the  Lord  will  not 
hold  him  guiltless  that  taketh  his  name  in  vain. 

IV.  Kemember  the  Sabbath  day  to  keep  it 
holy.  Six  days  shalt  thou  labour  and  do  all 
thy  work :  but  the  seventh  day  is  the  Sabbath 
of  the  Lord  thy  God :  in  it  thou  shalt  not  do 
any  work,  thou,  nor  thy  son,  nor  thy  daughter, 
thy  man-servant,  nor  thy  maid-servant,  nor 
thy  cattle,  nor  thy  stranger  that  is  within  thy 
gates  :  for  in  six  days  the  Lord  made  heaven 
and  earth,  the  sea.  and  all  that  in  them  is.  and 
rested  the  seventh  day:  wherefore  the  Lord 
blessed  the  Sabbath  day  and  hallowed  it. 

V.  Honour  thy  father  and  thy  mother,  that 
thy  days  may  be  long  upon  the  land  which  the 
Lord  thy  God  giveth  thee. 

VI.  thou  shalt  not  kill. 

VII.  Thou  shalt  not  commit  adultery. 

VIII.  Thou  shalt  not  steal. 

IX.  Thou  shalt  not  bear  false  witness  against 
thy  neighbour. 

X.  Thou  shalt  not  covet  thy  neighbour's 
house,  thou  shalt  not  covet  thy  neighbour's 
wife,  nor  his  man-servant,  nor  his  maid-ser- 
vant, nor  his  ox,  nor  his  ass,  nor  any  thing  that 
is  thy  neighbour's, 
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THE  CREED. 

I  believe  in  God  the  Father  Almighty, 
Maker  of  heaven  and  earth :  and  in  Jesus 
Christ,  his  only  Son,  our  Lord,  who  was  con- 
ceived "by  the  Holy  Ghost,  born  of  the  virgin 
Mary,  suffered  under  Pontius  Pilate,  was  cruci- 
fied, dead  and  buried:  he  descended  into  hell;* 
the  third  day  he  arose  again  from  the  dead ;  he 
ascended  into  heaven,  and  sitteth  on  the  right 
hand  of  God  the  Father  Almighty;  from  thence 
he  shall  come  to  judge  the  quick  and  the  dead. 
I  believe  in  the  Holy  Ghost ;  the  holy  catholic 
church;  the  communion  of  saints ;  the  forgive- 
ness of  sins ;  the  resurrection  of  the  body ;  and 
the  life  everlasting.     Amen. 


GENERAL  RULES  FOR  JUDICA- 
TORIES.! 

1.  The  moderator  shall  take  the  chair  pre- 
cisely at  the  hour  to  which  the  judicatory  stands 
adjourned;  shall  immediately  call  the  members 
to  order ;  and,  on  the  appearance  of  a  quorum, 
shall  open  the  session  with  prayer. 

2.  If  a  quorum  be  assembled  at  the  hour  ap- 
pointed, and  the  moderator  be  absent,  the  last 

*  That  is,  he  continued  in  the  state  of  the  dead,  and  un- 
der the  power  of  death,  until  the  third  day. 

f  The  following  rules,  not  having  been  submitted  to  the 
presbyteries,  make  no  part  of  the  Constitution  of  the  Pres- 
byterian Church.  Yet  the  General  Assembly  of  1821,  con- 
sidering uniformity  in  proceedings  in  all  the  subordinate 
judicatories,  as  greatly  conducive  to  order  and  despatch  of 
business,  and  having  revised  and  approved  these  rules,  re- 
commend them  to  the  synods,  presbyteries  and  sessions,  as 
a  system  of  regulations,  which,  if  they  think  proper,  may 
he  advantageously  adopted  by  them. 
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moderator  present  shall  be  requested  to  tak 
place  without  delay. 

3.  If  a  quorum  be  not  assembled  at  the  hour 
appointed,  any  two  members  shall  be  competent 
to  adjourn  from  time  to  time,  that  an  opportu- 
nity may  be  given  for  a  quorum  to  assemble. 

4.  After  calling  the  roll,  and  marking  the 
absentees,  the  minutes  of  the  last  Bitting  Ehall 
be  read,  and.  if  requisite,  corrected. 

5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  moderator,  at 
all  times,  to  preserve  order,  and  to  endeavour 
to  conduct  all  business  before  the  judicatory  to 
a  speedy  and  proper  result. 

6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  clerk,  as  soon 
as  possible  after  the  commencement  of  the  ses- 
sions of  every  judicatory,  to  form  a  complete 
roll  of  the  members  present,  and  put  the  same 
into  the  hands  of  the  moderator.  And  it  shall 
also  be  the  duty  of  the  clerk,  whenever  any 
additional  members  take  their  seats,  to  add 
their  names,  in  their  proper  places,  to  the  said 
roll. 

7.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  clerk,  immedi- 
ately to  file  all  papers,  in  the  order  in  which 
they  have  been  read,  with  proper  indorsements, 
and  to  keep  them  in  perfect  order. 

8.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  moderator, 
carefully  to  keep  notes  of  the  several  articles  of 
business  which  may  be  assigned  to  r  articular 
days,  and  to  call  them  up  at  the  time  ap]  ointed. 

''.  The  moderator  may  speak  to  joints  of 
order,  in  preference  to  other  members,  rising 
from  his  seat  for  that  purpose ;  and  shall  decide 
questions  of  order,  subject  to  an  appeal  to  the 
judicatory  by  any  two  members. 

10.  Business  left  unfinished  at  the  last  sitting, 
is  ordinarily  to  be  taken  up  first. 

11.  A  motion  made  must  be  seconded,  and 
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afterwards  repeated  by  the  moderator,  or  read 
aloud,  before  it  is  debated ;  and  every  motion 
shall  be  reduced  to  writing,  if  the  moderator 
or  any  member  require  it. 

12.  Any  member,  who  shall  have  made  a 
motion,  shall  have  liberty  to  withdraw  it  with 
the  consent  of  his  second,  before  any  debate  has 
taken  place  thereon ;  but  not  afterwards,  with- 
out the  leave  of  the  judicatory. 

13.  Motions  to  lay  on  the  table,  to  take  up 
business,  and  to  adjourn,  and  the  call  for  the 
previous  question,  shall  be  put  without  debate. 
On  questions  of  order,  postponement,  or  com- 
mitment, no  member  shall  speak  more  than 
once.  On  all  other  questions,  each  member 
may  speak  twice,  but  not  oftener,  without  ex- 
press leave  of  the  judicatory. 

14.  When  a  question  is  under  debate,  no  mo- 
tion shall  be  received,  unless  to  adjourn,  to  lay 
on  the  table,  to  postpone  indefinitely,  to  post- 
pone to  a  day  certain,  to  commit,  or  to  amend; 
which  several  motions  shall  have  precedence  in 
the  order  in  which  they  are  herein  arranged ; 
and  the  motion  for  adjournment  shall  always 
be  in  order. 

15.  An  amendment  may  be  moved  on  any 
motion,  and  shall  be  decided  before  the  original 
motion. 

16.  If  a  motion  under  debate  contains  sev- 
eral parts,  any  two  members  may  have  it  di- 
vided, and  a  question  taken  on  each  part. 

17.  The  previous  question  shall  be  in  this 
form  ;  "  Shall  the  main  question  be  now  put  ?" 
and  when  demanded  by  a  majority  of  the  mem- 
bers present,  shall  be  put  without  debate :  and 
until  it  is  decided,  shall  preclude  all  amend- 
ment and  further  debate  on  the  main  question. 

18.  If   the  previous  question  be  decided  in 
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the  affirmative,  the  main  question  shall  be  im- 
mediately put  without  debate;  if  in  the  nega- 
tive, the  debate  may  proceed. 

19.  A  question  shall  not  be  again  called  up, 
or  reconsidered  at  the  B&me  sessions  of  the  judi- 
catory at  which  it  has  been  decided,  unless  by 
the  consent  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  who 
were  present  at  the  decision  ;  and,  unless  the 
motion  to  reconsider  be  made  and  seconded  by 
persona  who  voted  with  the  majority. 

20.  A  subject  which  has  been  indefinitely 
postponed,  either  by  the  operation  of  the  pre- 
vious question,  or  by  a  direct  motion  for  indefi- 
nite postponement,  shall  not  be  again  called  up 
during  the  same  sessions  of  the  judicatory,  un- 
less by  the  consent  of  three-fourths  of  the  mem- 
bers who  were  present  at  the  decision. 

21.  Every  member,  when  speaking,  shall  ad- 
dress himself  to  the  moderator,  and  shall  treat 
his  fellow  members,  and  especially  the  modera- 
tor, with  decorum  and  respect. 

22.  Without  express  permission,  no  member 
of  a  judicatory,  wrhile  busin&ss  is  going  on,  shall 
engage  in  private  conversation;  nor  shall  mem- 
bers address  one  another,  nor  any  person  present, 
but  through  the  moderator. 

23.  No  speaker  shall  be  interrupted,  unless 
he  be  out  of  order,  or  for  the  purpose  of  cor- 
recting mistakes  or  misrepresentations. 

24.  It  is  indispensable  that  members  of  ec- 
clesiastical judicatories  maintain  great  gravity 
and  dignity  while  judicially  convened  ;  that 
they  attend  closely,  in  their  speeches,  to  the 
subject  under  consideration,  and  avoid  prolix 
and  desultory  harangues:  and  when  they  de- 
viate from  the  subject,  it  is  the  privilege  of  any 
member,  and  the  duty  of  the  moderator,  to  call 
them  to  order. 
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25.  No  member,  in  the  course  of  debate, 
shall  be  allowed  to  indulge  in  personal  reflec- 
tions. 

26.  If  more  than  one  member  rise  to  speak 
at  the  same  time,  the  member  who  is  most  dis- 
tant from  the  moderator's  chair  shall  speak 
first. 

27.  When  more  than  three  members  of  the 
judicatory  shall  be  standing  at  the  same  time, 
the  moderator  shall  require  all  to  take  their 
seats,  the  person  only  excepted  who  may  be 
speaking. 

28.  If  any  member  act,  in  any  respect,  in  a 
disorderly  manner,  it  shall  be  the  privilege  of 
any  member,  and  the  duty  of  the  moderator, 
to  call  him  to  order. 

29.  If  any  member  consider  himself  as  ag- 
grieved by  a  decision  of  the  moderator,  it  shall 
be  his  privilege  to  appeal  to  the  judicatory;  and 
the  question  on  such  appeal  shall  be  taken  with- 
out debate. 

30.  Members  ought  not,  without  weighty 
reasons,  to  decline  voting,  as  this  practice  might 
leave  the  decision  of  very  interesting  questions 
to  a  small  proportion  of  the  judicatory.  Silent 
members  unless  excused  from  voting,  must  be 
considered  as  acquiescing  with  the  majority. 

31.  It  is  the  duty  of  the  moderator  to  ap- 
point all  committees,  except  in  those  cases  in 
which  the  judicatory  shall  decide  otherwise. 

32.  The  person  first  named  on  any  com- 
mittee, shall  be  considered  as  the  chairman 
thereof,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  convene  the 
committee :  and,  in  case  of  his  absence,  or  ina- 
bility to  act,  the  second  named  member  shall 
take  his  place,  and  perform  his  duties. 

33.  When  various  motions  are  made  with 
respect  to  the  filling  of  blanks  with  particular 
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numbers  or  times,  the  question  shall  always  be 
first  taken  on  the  highest  number,  and  the 
longest  time. 

34.  When  the  moderator  has  commenced 
taking  the  vote,  no  further  debate  or  remark 
shall  be  admitted,  unless  there  has  evidently 
been  a  mistake ;  in  which  case,  the  mistake 
shall  be  rectified,  and  the  moderator  shall  re- 
commence taking  the  vote. 

35.  "When  a  vote  is  taken  by  ballot  in  any 
judicatory,  the  moderator  shall  vote  with  the 
other  members  ;  but  he  shall  not  vote  in  any 
other  case,  unless  the  judicatory  be  equally  di- 
vided ;  when,  if  he  do  not  choose  to  vote,  the 
question  shall  be  lost. 

36.  The  yeas  and  nays  on  any  question  shall 
not  be  recorded,  unless  it  be  required  by  one- 
third  of  the  members  present. 

37.  All  judicatories  have  a  right  to  sit  in  pri- 
vate, on  business  which,  in  their  judgment, 
ought  not  to  be  matter  of  public  speculation. 

38.  Besides  the  right  to  sit  judicially  in  pri- 
vate, whenever  they  think  it  right  to  do  so,  all 
judicatories  have  a  right  to  hold  what  are  com- 
monly called  "  interlocutory  meetings,"  or  a  sort 
of  committees  of  the  whole  judicatory,  in  which 
members  may  freely  converse  together  without 
the  formalities  which  are  usually  necessary  in 
judicial  proceedings. 

39.  Whenever  a  judicatory  is  about  to  sit  in 
a  judicial  capacity,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
moderator,  solemnly  to  announce  from  the 
chair,  that  the  body  is  about  to  pass  to  the  con- 
sideration of  the  business  assigned  for  trial : 
and  to  enjoin  on  the  members  to  recollect  and 
regard  their  high  character,  as  judges  of  a  court 
of  Jesus  Christ,  and  the  solemn  duty  in  which 
they  are  about  to  act. 
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40.  In  all  process  before  a  judicatory,  where 
there  is  an  accuser,  or  prosecutor,  it  is  expedient 
that  there  be  a  committee  of  the  judicatory  ap- 
pointed, (provided  the  number  of  members  be 
sufficient  to  admit  of  it  without  inconvenience,) 
who  shall  be  called  the  Judicial  Committee  ;  and 
whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  digest  and  arrange  all 
the  papers,  and  to  prescribe,  under  the  direction 
of  the  judicatory,  the  whole  order  of  the  pro- 
ceedings. The  members  of  this  committee  shall 
be  entitled,  notwithstanding  their  performance 
of  this  duty,  to  sit  and  vote  in  the  cause  as 
members  of  the  judicatory. 

41.  But  in  cases  of  process  on  the  ground  of 
general  rumour,  where  there  is,  of  course,  no 
particular  accuser,  there  may  be  a  committee 
appointed,  (if  convenient,)  who  shall  be  called 
the  Committee  of  Prosecution,  and  who  shall  con- 
duct the  whole  cause  on  the  part  of  the  prose- 
cution. The  members  of  this  committee  shall 
not  be  permitted  to  sit  in  judgment  in  the  case. 

42.  No  member  shall  retire  from  any  judica- 
tory, without  the  leave  of  the  moderator,  nor 
withdraw  from  it  to  return  home,  without  the 
consent  of  the  judicatory. 

43.  The  moderator  of  every  judicatory,  above 
the  church  session,  in  finally  closing  its  ses- 
sions, in  addition  to  prayer,  may  cause  to  be 
sung  an  appropriate  psalm  or  hymn,  and  shall 
pronounce  the  apostolical  benediction. 
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
